The  Glorious  Cause,  The  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  1763-1789,  by 

Robert  Middlekauff.  OXFORD  UNIVER- 
SITY Press,  Pub.,  $25.  This  book  rep- 
resents a  significant  contribution  to 
both  the  history  scholar  and  interested 
amateurs'  libraries.  It  is  the  first  book 
of  a  planned  nine-volume  "Oxford 
History  of  the  United  States."  It  is 
scholarly  without  the  scholar's  dry 
prose  and  marathon  sentences. 
Indeed,  the  use  of  drama  and  explora- 
tion of  colonists'  building  sense  of  out- 
rage rivals  the  best  fiction  for  sus- 
tained story  telling.  Finely  drawn 
sketches  of  American  statesmen  and 
generals — coupled  with  clear,  concise 
sketches  of  the  major  battles— round 
out  this  auspicious  beginning  of  a 
major  American  history  project. 

Battleship  Sailor,  by  Theodore  C. 
Mason.  NAVAL  INSTITUTE  PRESS, 
Pub.,  $14.95.  At  first,  this  appears  to 
be  one  man's  story  (the  author's) 
about  service  on  one  particular  U.S. 
Navy  battleship  (the  USS  California) 
during  one  isolated  period  (the  eve  of 
the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.)  Yet  it's  a 
tale  for  any  man — or  woman  these 
days — who's  ever  served  a  stint  in  the 
enlisted  ranks  of  the  U.S.  Navy 
aboard  ship.  Not  surprisingly,  the 
view  of  life  in  the  Navy  for  those  who 
serve  below  decks  is  quite  different 
from  their  officers  on  the  bridge.  Sea 
stories— on  liberty,  at  boot  camp  and 
under  way — are  wrapped  around  the 
author's  credible  observations  that 
the  pre-WWII  Navy  was  more 
interested  in  form  than  being  battle 
ready  and  that  the  job  often  got  done 
by  the  enlisteds  in  spite  of— not 
because  of— the  brand  of  leadership 
practiced  by  the  officer  community. 

Donovan  and  the  CIA,  by  Thomas 
F.  Troy.  University  Publications  of 
America,  Inc.,  $29.50.

Big  Issues 


Should  The  U.S. 


Adopt  A  Flat-Rate  Income  Tax?

Why  would  anybody 
favor  a  tax  system  so  confusing  it 
encourages  cheating?  So  inefficient 
it  costs  the  economy  almost  as  much 
as  it  brings  in?  And  so  complex  that 
it  benefits  only  the  wealthy  who  can 
afford  a  battalion  of  accountants 
and  lawyers  to  dream  up  sophisti- 
cated tax  shelters. 

There  are  two  primary  reasons 
why  some  like  our  present  tax  struc- 
ture. First,  they  believe  in  liberal  big 
spending  that  depends  upon  the  graduated  tax  system 
and,  second,  they  use  complicated  tax  laws  to  buy  the  sup- 
port of  special  interest  groups  by  promising  to  create  or 
preserve  tax  favors. 

If  everyone  paid  his  fair  share  (say  10  percent  of  his 
income)  and  all  loopholes  were  closed,  people  could  use 
their  money  as  they  see  fit,  rather  than  buying  fancy  sh  el- 
ters  to  reduce  their  taxes.  The  money,  talent  and  energies 
now  going  into  non-productive  gimmicks  would  go  into 
real  investments  that  strengthen  America's  economy. 

If  everyone  paid  his  fair  share,  we  would  know  just  what 
running  the  government  is  costing  each  of  us.  The  tax  rate 
(or  percent)  would  reflect  the  size  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment. Of  course,  the  liberal  big  spenders  don't  want  any 
such  thing;  if  taxpayers  knew  what  every  new  welfare 
scheme  was  costing  us,  they  wouldn't  stand  for  it.  But  the 
true  cost  of  big  government  is  hidden  in  the  maze  of  our 
complex,  confusing  and  antiquated  tax  laws. 

If  everyone  paid  his  fair  share,  the  IRS  would  find  its 
workload  cut  by  90  percent,  which  would  mean  a  reduction 
in  bureaucracy.  We'd  then  see  how  IRS  auditors  would 
perform  in  productive  jobs  in  the  private  sector.  If  every- 
one paid  his  fair  share,  we  could  balance  the  federal  bud- 
get by  collecting  the  billions  of  dollars  that  fall  through 
loopholes.  If  everyone  paid  his  fair  share,  liberal  big 
spending  would  be  handcuffed,  which  would  help  reduce 
inflation.  Interest  rates  would  fall  because  the  govern- 
ment wouldn't  have  to  finance  huge  budget  deficits. 

Some  politicians  claim  that  a  fair  share  tax  will  elimi- 
nate the  homeowners  deduction  and  cost  you  money. 
That's  bunk.  Which  would  you  rather  have:  a  few  hundred 
dollars  a  year  or  90  percent  of  your  income  tax-free? 

Some  churches  and  charities  say  they  couldn't  survive 
without  tax  deductions.  But  most  people  contribute  to  a 
church  or  charity  because  they  believe  in  the  work  of  these 
organizations.  Any  group  with  credibility  does^n't  need  a 
tax  preference.  In  fact,  people  will  have  even  more  after- 
tax income  to  contribute. 

The  bottom  line  is:  if  you're  super-rich,  a  liberal  big 
spending  politician,  an  IRS  bureaucrat  or  a  welfare  recip- 
ient, you'll  fight  tooth  and  nail  against  a  fair  share  tax 
system.  Let's  establish  a  fair  and  equitable  tax  system 
that  asks  for  a  fair  and  equal  share  from  each  individual 
instead  of  placing  the  burden  of  taxes  on  just  a  few.  As 
President  Kennedy  said,  "Ask  not  what  your  country  can 
do  for  you,  but  what  you  can  do  for-your  country."

No  •  Support  for  the  adoption 
of  a  flat  tax  rate  is  fueled  by  the  belief 
that  it  means  a  simplified  tax  system. 
In  fact  a  flat  tax,  by  simple  dictionary 
definition,  means  that  senior  corpo- 
rate executives  and  senior  citizens 
must  pay  precisely  the  same  rate. 

When  advocates  of  a  flat  tax  say 
our  present  tax  system  is  so  complex 
it  rewards  armies  of  tax  lawyers,  but 
penalizes  everybody  else,  they  are 
correct.  When  advocates  of  a  flat  tax 
say  some  wealthy  citizens  and  powerful  corporations 
manipulate  carefully  crafted  tax  loopholes  to  avoid  pay- 
ing taxes,  they  are  again  correct.  And  when  flat  tax  advo- 
cates say  the  intricacies  of  our  tax  system  result  in  millions 
of  hours  and  billions  of  dollars  being  spent  devising  ways 
to  bilk  the  system,  rather  than  ways  to  invest  in  produc- 
tive enterprises,  they  are  once  more  correct. 

But  when  flat  tax  advocates  claim  their  method  is  the 
best  way  to  end  the  complexity  and  unfairness  of  our  cur- 
rent tax  system,  they  are  flat  wrong. 

In  examining  how  to  fairly  end  the  insanity  of  our 
present  tax  code,  we  should  ponder  some  important  facts. 

We  should  ponder  the  conclusion  of  every  study  done  on 
the  flat  tax,  showing  it  would  result  in  a  multi-billion  dol- 
lar transfer  of  the  tax  load  away  from  people  earning  over 
$100,000  toward  people  earning  $10,000  to  $50,000.  Even 
making  allowances  for  those  wealthy  citizens  who  now 
manage  to  avoid  paying  any  taxes — and  the  tax  shelters 
and  complicated  dodges  in  the  present  tax  code — a  flat  tax 
would  still  mean  billions  of  dollars  in  tax  savings  for  the 
wealthy  and  tax  increases  for  the  middle  class. 

We  might  also  ponder  the  correlation  between  political 
support  for  huge  new  tax  loopholes  and  for  the  flat  tax. 
With  few  exceptions,  the  people  now  arguing  most  force- 
fully for  a  pure  flat  tax  rate  are  the  same  ones  who  beat  the 
drums  loudest  last  year  for  new  oil  tax  breaks,  for  allow- 
ing corporations  to  buy  their  way  out  of  paying  taxes,  and 
for  a  tax  cut  mightily  skewed  in  favor  of  the  rich.  They 
know  a  flat  rate  tax  is  the  biggest  boondoggle  for  the  rich 
since  the  idea  of  selective  tax  loopholes  was  invented. 

This  country  desperately  needs  tax  simplification.  It 
also  needs  a  fair  tax  system.  It  can  have  both  by  adopting 
a  mildly  progressive  tax  rate,  coupled  with  elimination  of 
most  tax  loopholes.  Such  a  system  would  incorporate  the 
simplicity  of  a  flat  tax  rate,  while  calling  for  millionaires 
to  pay  a  modestly  higher  tax,  say  30  percent,  lower  and 
middle  income  people  perhaps  10  to  20  percent. 

This  progressive  "10-20-30"  tax  simplification  system 
would  end  the  50  percent  to  70  percent  tax  rate  of  recent 
years  that  has  stifled  investment  by  the  wealthy  and  led 
them  into  all  manner  of  tax  shelters.  But  it  would  retain 
America's  50-year  commitment  to  the  proposition  that 
those  whose  lifestyles  include  vacation  homes  and  yachts 
should  in  fairness  be  asked  to  carry  a  slightly  larger 
burden  than  those  facing  retirement,  declining  farm 
prices,  wage  givebacks  and  unemployment. 
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Our  Technological  Illiterates 

Russia's  launching  of  Sputnik  into  space  25  years  ago 
jolted  the  United  States  into  the  realization  that  our 
schools  were  lagging  in  teaching  math  and  science.  In  the 
midst  of  today's  technological  boom,  we  are  again  losing 
ground,  says  Rep.  John  LaFalce,  D-N.Y.,  who  has  been 
urging  steps  to  overcome  the  "sorrowfully"  inadequate 
skills  of  the  American  work  force. 

National  Academy  of  Sciences  (NAS)  figures  indicate 
that  of  the  3  million  annual  high  school  graduates,  98  per- 
cent are  functionally  illiterate  in  math  and  science.  Time 
spent  on  these  subjects  in  other  countries — including  the 
Soviet  Union,  People's  Republic  of  China,  East  Germany 
and  Japan — is  three  times  that  of  students  in  this  country. 

After  Sputnik,  the  United  States  reacted  speedily  and 
vigorously.  Today  the  response  to  the  danger  appears  to 
be  restrained. 

The  NAS  has  formed  the  Commission  of  Pre-college 
Education  in  Mathematics  and  Science  and  Techfiology. 
Also,  there  is  a  bill  in  the  House,  aimed  at  improving  the 
technological  skills  of  the  work  force,  introduced  by  Rep. 
Augustus  F.  Hawkins,  D-Calif.,  and  in  the  Senate  former 
astronaut  Sen.  Harrison  H.  Schmitt,  R-N.M.,  has  intro- 
duced the  National  Science  and  Technology  Improvement 
Act  of  1982. 

Congress  Views  Short  Work  Week 

The  "shorter  work  week"  concept  popularized  during  the 
Great  Depression  has  once  again  surfaced  as  a  possible 
solution  to  today's  high  unemployment  and  recession. 

Rep.  John  Conyers,  D-Mich.,  along  with  a  group  of  sup- 
porters, has  introduced  legislation  to  reduce  the  work 
week  to  35  hours,  raise  the  premium  rate  of  pay  for  over- 
time and  eliminate  compulsory  overtime. 

Recent  trends  in  the  work  force  have  contributed  to  the 
rise  in  unemployment.  At  least  50  percent  of  those 
working  today  are  women,  and  more  young  people  are 
seeking  employment.  According  to  Conyers,  some  8  mil- 
lion new  jobs  could  be  created  if  overtime  were  curbed  and 
hours  cut.  He  says  those  who  have  adopted  the  shorter 
work  week  have  experienced  higher  morale  and  produc- 
tivity, tighter  management  and  greater  efficiency. 

False  U.S.  Identity  Easy  To  Buy 

If  you  have  the  cash,  you  can  obtain  almost  any  form  of 
official  U.S.  identification,  according  to  testimony  before 
a  Senate  subcommittee  by  a  54-year-old  convict  serving 
time  for  counterfeiting  and  conspiracy. 

Prior  to  his  arrest,  the  felon  was  not  only  able  to  help 
over  100,000  illegal  aliens  enter  the  U.S.,  but  also  obtain 
employment  and  government  benefits  for  them  by  pro- 
ducing birth  records,  selective  service  and  Social  Security 
cards,  income  tax  forms  and  immigration  and  naturaliza- 
tion service  documents.  Using  skills  acquired  at  a  prison 
print  shop  which,  surprisingly  enough,  did  work  for  the 
Immigration  Service,  the  witness  testified  he  was  able  to 
duplicate  various  official  credentials  with  ease. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  the  subcommittee  that  false 
identification  papers  have  cost  the  U.S.  over  $24  billion, 
and  the  figure  is  still  growing.  Congressional  concern  has 
prompted  the  introduction  of  legislation  to  tighten  the 
security  for  such  official  documents  and  increase  the 
penalties  of.  violators.

News  to  Use 


Ahead:  Communications  Systems  Delude 

Because  of  advances  in  electronics  and  more  lenient  government  regulations,  a 
deluge  of  systems  to  supply  fare  for  your  TV  will  appear  in  the  next  three  years. 
This  lineup  is  emerging: 

Cable  TV:  Spreading  ever  wider  with  ever  more  channels.  Currently  about  20 
million  homes  are  wired — for  a  monthly  fee. 

Ouer-The-Air  Pay  TV:  Similar  to  cable  TV,  except  no  cables  are  involved. 
Instead,  your  regular  antenna  picks  up  scrambled  signals,  which  a  decoder 
unscrambles.  There  is  a  monthly  fee. 

Microwave:  Another  scrambled-signal  system.  But  this  one  requires  a  special 
antenna  for  pickup,  hence  is  well  suited  to  apartment  complexes  with  master 
antennas. 

Satellite-To-Home  TV:  Just  approved  by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  for  operation  in  1985  or  1986.  Programs  will  be  broadcast  via 
satellite  directly  to  your  home  where  you  can  pick  them  up  with  a  relatively 
inexpensive  "dish"  antenna.  Some  programs  will  be  free;  others  will  be  scram- 
bled and  require  payment. 

Floundering  Debtors,  Take  Heed 

In  these  tough  times,  it's  easy  to  run  into  serious  problems  meeting  payments 
on  debts.  When  that  happens,  financial  people  advise  that  the  debtor: 

1.  Immediately  talk  to  creditors  and  explain  the  circumstances.  Chances 
are  they  will  either  temporarily  delay  payments  or  reduce  them.  Creditors  don't 
want  debtors  to  default  because  they  likely  will  lose  money;  debtors,  of  course, 
don't  want  their  credit  rating  impaired — possibly  for  years  to  come. 

2.  If  a  debtor's  situation  is  extremely  bad,  he  should  consult  a  professional, 
such  as  a  consumer  counseling  service.  Amateur  solutions  may  only  result  in  a 
deeper  hole. 

Meantime,  consumers  have  two  important  protections: 

1.  They  cannot  be  harassed  by  persistent  phone  calls  at  their  place  of 
employment,  or  after  8  p.m.  Violations  of  this  rule  should  be  reported  to  the  FTC 
Consumer  Protection  agency  at  202-523-3727. 

2.  Persons  who  think  they  are  being  denied  credit  unjustifiably  can  aSk  for 
the  name  of  the  credit  bureau  that  gave  them  a  bad  mark.  The  bureau  then  must 
provide  a  free  copy  of  its  file. 

College  Financial  Assistance  Alert 

Although  the  1982-83  college  year  is  just  starting,  it's  not  too  early  to  think 
about  1983-34,  especially  if  you  or  your  children  will  need  outside  financial 
assistance.  Here's  how  to  go  about  it: 

1 .  Get  a  Financial  Aid  Form  (published  by  the  College  Scholarship  Service^. 
Most  colleges  require  this  document  when  you  apply  for  aid,  so  fill  it  out  care- 
fully and  get  it  back  to  CSS  as  soon  after  Jan.  1,  1983,  as  possible. 

2.  Don't  apply  to  just  one  institution.  Contact  several  to  improve  your 
chances  of  getting  help.  CSS  will  send  your  application  to  as  many  colleges  as 
you  wish  for  a  fee  of  $6.50  for  the  first  application  and  $4.50  for  each  additional 
one. 

3.  Remember  that  colleges  provide  aid  not  only  to  the  needy,"  but  to  scholas- 
tic achievers  as  well.  By  the  way,  "need"  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  an 
applicant  actually  has  to  be  poor.  A  family  with  a  good  income  may  be  needy 
because  several  members  are  attending  college  simultaneously.  As  for  finan- 
cial aid  itself,  it  can  be  one  (or  a  combination)  of  these  three:  outright  grants  of 
scholarships,  loans  or  student  employment. 

Meantime,  a  new  wrinkle  in  loans  is  developing.  To  supplement  government- 
backed  programs,  colleges  and  universities  are  beginning  to  set  up  their  own 
loan  systems  by  selling  tax-free  bonds  to  raise  the  necessary  funds.  Example: 
Dartmouth  College  has  just  sold  about  $30  million  of  tax-exempt  bonds  (with  a 
coupon  rate  of  10.62  percent),  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  loaned  to  qualified 
applicants  at  11.9  percent.  Variations  on  this  theme  are  springing  up  in  many 
areas.

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Hailing  From  The  Prairie  State': 
National  Commander  Al  Keller^  Jr. 


National  Commander  Albert  "Al" 
Keller,  Jr.,  son  of  Swiss  immigrants 
who  settled  near  Peoria,  111.,  in  the 
early  1920s,  is  the  seventh  Legion 
chief  to  hail  from  the  "Prairie  State." 
Elected  by  the  64th  National  Conven- 
tion, meeting  in  Chicago,  August  24-26,  Cdr.  Keller  believes 
the  future  of  the  Legion  depends,  in  part,  on  how  well  we 
are  able  to  motivate  our  members  to  become  active  in  com- 
munity affairs. 

Speaking  to  more  than  3,000  official  delegates  and 
Legionnaires  assembled  in  the  International  Ballfoom  of 
the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  Keller  said  Legionnaires  no  long- 
er seem  to  be  as  deeply  involved  in  community  service  as 
they  once  were.  "It's  taken  something  away  from  us,"  he 
told  them.  "The  strength  of  the  Legion  is  in  the  individual, 
not  just  in  our  numbers;  not  just  as  one  of  millions,  but  as  a 
committed,  concerned  Legionnaire  serving  his  community." 

The  Commander  also  acknowledged  the  role  of  The 
Amerian  Legion  as  a  vital  influence  in  national  affairs.  He 
encouraged  delegates  to  bear  in  mind  the  power  of  their  col- 
lective voice.  However,  he  reminded  them  that  "it's  not 
enough  to  simply  sign  up  new  members.  Those  who  decide 
to  join  in  our  efforts  must  come  to  realize  their  involvement 
in  community  affairs  is  not  incidental  to  Legion  member- 
ship, but  essential  to  it. 

"Community  service,"  he  said,  "fashioned  the  Legion, 
and  community  service  will  sustain  it." 

At  57,  Keller  views  his  election  to 
the  Legion's  highest  office  as  the  great- 
est challenge  he  has  ever  faced  in  a  life 
already  decorated  with  an  impressive 
array  of  accomplishments.  Moreover, 
the  new  Commander  welcomes  the 
opportunity  to  motivate  Legionnaires 
everywhere  and  "instill  in  them  the 
enthusiasm  to  go  out  in  their  home- 
towns and  not  only  recruit  members, 
bat  also  to  participate  in  our  programs 
themselves,"  he  said.  "I  want  each  of 
us  to  play  a  larger  role  in  those  things 
that  The  American  Legion  was  founded 
to  do." 

Keller's  Legion  career  began  in  1947 
when  he  agreed  to  attend  a  meeting  at 
Kankakee  Post  85  with  a  neighbor  who 
was  a  World  War  I  veteran  and  an 
active  Legionnaire.  He  recalled  that 
those  former  doughboys  didn't  waste 
any  time  when  it  came  to  signing  up 
young  GIs.  "Before  we  had  even 
reached  the  Post,  I  had  signed  an 
application  and  been  briefed  on  the 
programs  of  the  Legion." 

Initially,  he  looked  upon  his  Legion 
Post  as  merely  a  place  to  go  to  have  a

good  time,  but  it  wasn't  long  before  his  natural  interest  in 
baseball  led  him  into  volunteer  service  in  the  Post's  sports 
programs.  From  there  Keller  took  on  additional  duties 
and  was  soon  considered  by  some  of  the  "oldtimers"  as  a 
likely  candidate  for  Post  office. 

"They  persuaded  me  to  run  for  Senior  Vice  Commander 
against  two  other  candidates,"  he  recalled.  "Frankly,  I 
didn't  even  know  what  the  job  entailed,  but  when  the 
votes  had  been  tallied  I  was  the  winner  by  three  ballots." 

The  rest  is  history. 

He  went  on  to  serve  in  virtually  every  Post  capacity, 
including  Post  Commander  and  Adjutant.  Rising  quickly 
through  the  Department  hierarchy,  due  primarily  to  his 
willingness  to  serve  in  any  capacity  and  due  to  his  enthus- 
iastic support  of  the  Legion's  ideals  and  programs,  Keller 
was  elected  Illinois  Department  Commander  in  1958. 

Not  content  to  rest  on  his  laurels  after  completing  his 
year  of  stewardship,  Keller  remained  active  at  both  the 
local  and  national  levels.  Serving  on  several  national 
commissions,  he  gained  additional  insight  into  the  chal- 
lenges facing  the  Legion  and  the  veterans  of  America.  In 
1967,  in  order  to  more  effectively  contribute  to  the  eco- 
nomic adjustment  of  veterans,  Keller  became  a  member  of 
the  National  Economic  Commission  and  served  as  its 
chairman  from  1974-80. 

Obviously,  a  man  who  has  spent  two-thirds  of  his  life  in 
service  to  his  community  and  fellow  veterans  must  be  ded- 
icated to  helping  others.  And  that's  a  trait  Keller  gets 
honestly;  it's  a  way  of  life  that  was 
instilled  in  him  and  his  two  brothers 
by  his  parents,  Albert  and  Ida.  The 
senior  Kellers — both  of  whom  now 
live  in  Kankakee — came  to  America 
with  neither  money  nor  the  ability  to 
speak  English.  (As  a  matter  of  fact, 
though  they  are  both  Swiss  immi 
grants — now  naturalized  citizens — 
they  met  in  Illinois  and  were  married 
shortly  thereafter.)  Determined  to 
make  the  United  States  their  home  in 
spirit  as  well  as  fact,  Albert  and  Ida 
worked  hard  and  long  and  today 
credit  much  of  their  success  to  the 
generosity  of  neighbors  who  be- 
friended them  and  helped  teach  them 
the  American  ways. 

"Because  of  our  circumstances,  we 
learned  to  appreciate  other  people  and 
learned  that  we  needed  them,"  Cdr. 
Keller  said.  "In  turn,  we  also  helped 
others  whenever  we  could.  My  parents 
impressed  upon  us  the  importance  of 
family  togetherness  and  family  life, 
and  they — through  example  and  word 
— taught  us  that  nothing  comes  to  you

It  is  difficult  not  to  admire  Trevor 
Rodgers  (not  his  real  name),  a  34-year- 
old  carpenter,  father  of  three  and  as 
industrious  a  man  as  one  could  ever 
find.  Five  days  a  week  he  works  for  a 
contractor,  but  you'll  often  find  him 
still  hammering  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  building  a  deck,  framing  an 
addition  or  repairing  the  creaky  stair- 
way of  someone's  home. 

His  customers  like  him,  not  only  for 
Rodgers'  affable  way,  but  because  in 
his  moonlight  role  he  charges  some  40 
percent  less  than  would  a  contractor 
on  a  formal  basis.  In  gratitude,  his  cli- 
ents frequently  pay  cash.  And  though 
Trevor  Rodgers  carefully  obeys  speed 
laws,  keeps  his  dog  on  a  leash  and  is 
the  last  person  who'd  ever  hold  up  a 
liquor  store,  he  rarely — if  ever — reports 
his  weekend  earnings  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service.  And  that,  obviously, 
is  illegal. 

In  a  capitalistic  economy  such  as 
ours,  however,  Rodgers,  despite  the 
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America's  Booming 
Underground  Economy 


Clearly  paradoxical, 

the  underground  economy  is  of  great  benefit 
and  commensurate  harm  simultaneously 
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tax  evasion,  is  making  a  valuable  con- 
tribution, albeit  unintended.  As  Adam 
Smith  wrote  in  his  1776  treatise,  "The 
Wealth  of  Nations,"  an  "invisible 
hand"  guides  and  promotes  general 
welfare  far  beyond  the  scope  of  a  sim- 
ple business  transaction.  Rodgers' 
cheap  labor,  you  see,  enabled  the 
homeowner  to  afford  lumber,  which  in 
turn  provided  employment  at  the 
lumber  yard.  This  also  parlays  into 
jobs  for  loggers,  millhands  and  truck 
drivers,  and  for  all  the  individuals 
their  spending  supports.  From  a  sin- 
gle transaction  spread  many  thous- 
ands of  economic  ripples. 

Nevertheless,  in  the  words  of  Nobel 
Prize-winning  economist  Milton  Fried- 
man, Trevor  Rodgers'  failure  to  report 
his  moonlight  income  "undermines 
the  moral  basis  of  society."  But  in  the 
same  breath,  Friedman  salutes  just 
such  zest  for  work  and  the  positive 
impact  it  makes  on  our  economy.  "It's 
one  of  the  bad  things  about  many  of 
the  laws  on  our  books,"  explains  Fried- 
man. "They  make  illegal  or  immoral 
certain  actions  that  are  ultimately 
socially  beneficial." 

Such  is  the  paradox  of  the  under- 
ground economy,  subterranean  com- 
merce by  otherwise  law-abiding  people: 
citizens  rattled  by  high  taxes  and 
racked  by  inflation.  No  one  knows  the 
exact  size  of  this  economic  sector,  but 
some  estimates  have  placed  it  as  high 
as  $420  billipn  a  year,  or  about  14  per- 
cent of  the  nation's  1981  official  Gross 
National  Product. 

One  thing  is  certain:  the  under- 
ground economy  is  growing  faster 
than  a  grass  fire  in  a  stiff  breeze.  Two 
professors  at  Florida  State  University 
figured  that  during  the  1970s,  the 
underground  economy  grew  at  more 
than  twice  the  rate  of  the  measured 
economy.  And  a  number  of  indicators 
— such  as  the  ratio  of  cash  holdings  to 
checking  account  deposits,  a  growth 
in  self  employment  that  in  the  last 
decade  is  30  percent  higher  than  total 
employment,  and  consumer  spending 
that's  uncannily  strong  despite  a 
seeming  weakness  in  income — all 
point  to  more  off-the-books  business. 

Roscoe  L.  Egger,  Jr.,  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service, 
calls  this  the  "compliance  tax  gap," 
covering  revenues  lost  from  non-  or 
under-reporting  by  corporations  and 
individuals  in  both  the  legal  and  ille- 
gal sector  of  the  economy.  "The  total 
legal  sector  gap  has  tripled  in  eight 
years,"  said  Egger  during  a  House 


Ways  and  Means  Committee  hearing, 
"from  $29  bilUon  to  $87  billion  in 
1981." 

These  lost  tax  revenues  would  clearly 
go  a  long  way  in  cutting  the  federal 
government's  enormous  budget  deficit. 
And  if  no  significant  inroads  are 
made  on  the  problem,  said  Egger,  the 
gap  "will  reach  nearly  $120  billion  by 
1985."  And  on  top  of  that,  lost  taxes 
from  illegal  activities — a  doubleheader 
of  crime — could  increase  from  $8  bil- 
lion last  year  to  $13  billion  in  1985. 
These  figures  may,  however,  be  con- 
servative.

thrived  outside  the  law,  free  from 
government  regulations  and  taxes. 
The  British,  with  their  cool  charm, 
call  the  practice  "fiddling." 

In  the  United  States,  however,  such 
fiddling  was  only  20  years  ago  consid- 
ered the  province  of  loan  sharks, 
drug  dealers,  prostitutes,  pimps  and 
organized  Godfathers.  The  Black  Mar- 
ket— except  for  gasoline  coupons  dur- 
ing World  War  II — was  a  thing  for  less 
organized  or  less  civilized  nations.  We 
prided  ourselves  on  honesty  in  our 
voluntary  tax  compliance  system.  But 
today,  tax  dodging  is  a  participant 
sport  on  par,  in  numbers,  with  jog- 
ging, golf  and  tennis  combined. 

It  is  not  merely  a  ploy  of  the  rich, 
although  some  doctors,  lawyers  and 
dentists  have  been  known  to  barter 
their  high-priced  skills  without  report- 
ing the  goods  or  services  received  in 
trade  as  income.  Some  corporate  exec- 
utives pad  expense  accounts  and 
pocket  the  difference  between  real  and 
reported  chits.  The  bulk  of  the  activ- 
ity, however,  comes  from  "the  little 
guy." 

Some  auto  mechanics  pocket  the 
cash  from  a  transmission  repair  job, 
as  do  some  plumbers  who  make  late- 
night  calls  to  unclog  a  pipe.  Some 
hairdressers,  waitresses  and  bartend- 
ers report  only  a  fraction  of  their  tips. 
Some  small  businesses  skim  from  the 
till.  The  tax  evasion  is  most  prevalent 
among  the  self-employed,  whose  pay 
is  not  subject  to  routine  withholding 
as  is  the  case  with  workers  on  wages 
and  salaries.  They  make  up  more  than 
10  percent  of  the  work  force  and,  ac- 
cording to  one  IRS  study,  fail  to  report 
a  whopping  40  percent  of  their  income. 

Part  of  the  cause  is  a  growing  dis- 
trust and  dissatisfaction  with  govern- 
ment, and  not  merely  high  taxes. 
Italy,  for  example,  has  had  more  than 
40  government  changes  in  the  last  35 
years  and  though  tax  rates  are  rela- 
tively low,  noncompliance  is  high. 
Sweden,  on  the  other  hand,  has  a  rela- 
tively stable  government,  yet  one  of 
the  highest  income  tax  rates  in  the 
world.  The  latter  has  bred,  if  not  dis- 
trust, at  least  a  great  disaffection  for 
the  steep  levies,  so  tax  evasion  and  the 
underground  economy  flourish  in  that 
Scandinavian  nation.  The  United 
States,  with  its  scrambled  tax  laws,  is 
cultivating  a  population  that  is  going 
the  way  of  Italy. 

Bad  examples  are  set  when  promi-

The  World's  Mos 


Even  work-a-day, 
usually  law-abiding 
citizens  find  it  hard 
to  resist  the  Siren 
song  of  greed

Mark  Twain,  returning  from  a  trip  to 
Europe,  once  became  annoyed  when  a 
customs  agent  started  rummaging 
through  his  luggage.  "You  don't  have 
to  mix  up  all  my  things,"  protested  the 
author.  "There  are  only  clothes  in 
there — nothing  but  clothes." 

But  the  suspicious  official  kept  look- 
ing until  he  uncovered  a  quart  of  tax- 
able liquor.  "You  call  this  just  clothes?" 
he  inquired. 

"Of  course,"  replied  Twain  calmly. 
"That's  my  night  cap." 

The  famous  humorist  didn't  find  it 
so  funny  when  he  had  to  pay  duty  on 
the  bottle.  And  thousands  of  fellow 
travelers,  before  and  since,  have  been 
equally  unamused  by  the  amazing  use 


of  science  and  psychology  that  has 
enabled  the  U.S.  Customs  Service, 
ever  since  its  establishment  in  1 789,  to 
shed  new  light  on  old  larceny. 

One  of  the  favorite  dodges  of  early 
day  dope  peddlers  was  to  place  heroin, 
which  is  white  and  colorless,  in  bak- 
ing powder  cans  or  containers  of  tal- 
cum powder.  So  the  Customs  Service 
hired  a  chemist  in  1880  whose  first  job 
was  to  concoct  what  was,  literally,  an 
"acid  test."  One  drop  of  a  mixture  of 
trichloroethane,  chloroform,  nitric  acid 
and  phosphoric  acid  would  simply 
make  ordinary  baking  soda  or  talcum 
powder  fizz  and  remain  colorless.  But, 
applied  to  heroin,  it  trapped  smug- 
glers by  turning  bright  purple. 

Today  thousands  of  items,  from 
whiskey  and  wool  to  yak  hair  and 
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heroin,  are  sampled  and  identified  by 
Customs  Service  chemists  in  12  labor- 
atories throughout  the  nation.  These 
examinations  are  necessary  to  deter- 
mine the  exact  contents  of  the  mer- 
chandise so  that  appraisers  and  col- 
lectors can  determine  the  amount  of 
duty  to  be  paid  into  the  U.S.  Treasury. 

But  in  addition  to  determining  duties, 
these  chemical  analyses  often  result 
in  saving  lives.  Not  long  ago  a  Miami 
store  was  prohibited  from  importing  a 
shipment  of  beautiful  red-and-black 
beaded  necklaces  because  the  "beads" 
were  found  to  be  Central  America's 
dangerous  jequirity  berries — so  toxic 
they  could  prove  fatal  to  any  child 
who  licked  them. 

A  number  of  years  ago  customs 
agents  suspected  that  stolen  cattle 
were  being  smuggled  from  Canada 
into  upper  New  York  State.  Supplied 
with  a  special  chemical  by  one  of  its 
laboratories,  the  agents  crossed  the 
border  into  Canada  and,  with  the  co- 
operation of  Canadian  law  enforce- 
ment officials,  secretly  smeared  the 
substance  on  herds  of  cattle  in  the 
area  where  the  smuggling  had  been 
taking  place.  The  chemical  dried  on 
the  cattle,  leaving  no  visible  trace. 
Later  a  second  chemical  was  smeared 
on  the  suspected  herds  on  the  other 
side  of  the  border.  Large  red  blotches 
soon  appeared  on  the  cattle,  providing 
irrefutable  evidence  that  they  had 
been  smuggled  into  the  United  States. 

Smugglers'  tricks  have  been  consi- 
derably updated  over  the  years,  but  so 
have  the  tactics  used  to  trap  them. 
Aside  from  chemistry,  these  include 
such  new  technological  aids  as  radar, 
infrared  light,  seismic  and  acoustic 
sensors,  and  a  nationwide  computer 
system.  But  even  without  the  benefit 
of  this  modern  sensory  equipment,  it's 
the  extrasensory  perception  (or  sixth 
sense)  of  the  14,000  members  of  the 
Customs  Service  policing  the  nation's 
296  ports  of  entry  that  has  generally 
proven  to  be  the  most  effective  tool  in 
catching  crooks  and  uncovering  con- 
traband. 

New  customs  recruits,  under  the 
tutelage  of  veteran  inspectors,  are 
given  a  special  six-week  crash  course 
at  the  national  training  center  in 


Uniondale,  N.Y.,  where  they  are  alerted 
to  the  hundreds  of  ruses  that  smug- 
glers use  to  sneak  things  through: 
cheap  American  linings  sewn  into 
expensive  European  coats,  valuable 
necklaces  secreted  in  picture  frames, 
precious  stones  hidden  in  hollowed- 
out  copies  of  the  Bible,  and  a  host  of 
other  artful  dodges.  But  the  top  lesson 
they  learn  is  how  to  spot  a  "bad" 
actor.  For  smugglers  are  like  actors 
trying  to  play  an  innocent  role  and,  in 
many  small  ways,  their  performance 
often  strikes  a  discordant  note  that  a 
trained  customs  inspector  can  detect. 

For  instance,  they  are  taught  to  look 
for  incongruities  in  a  person's  appear- 
ance. A  tall  Belgian  woman  who  made 
herself  even  taller  by  wearing  high 
heels  attracted  one  airport  inspector's 
attention.  He  reasoned  to  himself  this

way:  "Most  tall  women  don't  want  to 
be  tall,  particularly  in  Europe,  where 
tall  men  are  scarcer  than  here.  And 
she  isn't  wearing  a  wedding  ring, 
which  nearly  every  wife  does  in 
Europe.  Why  is  she,  probably  still  sin- 
gle, going  out  of  her  way  to  make  it 
harder  for  herself  to  attract  a  man?" 
His  hunch  paid  off  when  the  heels  of 
her  shoes  were  opened  in  the  matron's 
room  and  out  tumbled  $1,300,000 
worth  of  diamonds! 

A  woman  inspector's  intuition  also 
paid  off  when,  while  admiring  a  beau- 
tifully dressed  woman,  she  noticed  her 
coat  seemed  to  lie  awkwardly  on  her 
body.  Closer  inspection  revealed  why 
— 42  fine  Swiss  watches  sewn  into  the 
lining  of  her  coat!  And  then  there  was 
the  woman  whose  lisp  proved  her 
undoing.  It  was  caused  by  a  sapphire 
ring  placed  under  a  poorly  fitted  den- 
ture. 


Unconscious  gestures,  as  well  as  ill- 
fitting  clothes  and  dentures,  have  pro- 
vided the  tip-offs  to  other  smugglers. 
Take  the  case  of  the  immaculately 
dressed  male  tourist  who  attracted 
another  inspector's  attention  because 
every  now  and  then  he  would  unobtru- 
sively hitch  up  his  trousers.  Why, 
wondered  the  inspector,  would  such 
an  elegantly  dressed  chap  wear  sus- 
penders that  seemed  too  loose?  His 
question  was  answered  with  the  dis- 
covery of  a  pound  of  narcotics  in  a 
money  belt  around  the  man's  waist. 

A  Boston  customs  inspector  became 
suspicious  of  a  young  man  arriving 
from  France  with  a  casket  containing 
the  body  of  his  sister.  He  remembered 
that  a  few  months  before  the  same 
youth  had  brought  home  the  body  of  a 
brother.  The  "sister's"  casket  was 
opened  and  the  body  inside  was  found 
wrapped  in  hundreds  of  yards  of  non- 
duty-free  lace  trimmed  with  $40,000 
worth  of  jewelry.  An  investigation  dis- 
closed that  the  smuggling  racket  had 
been  going  on  for  four  years  with  the 
"brother"  buying  bodies  from  a  pot- 
ter's field  in  Paris,  forging  identifica- 
tion papers,  and  having  them  shipped 
home  in  his  care  by  an  unsuspecting 
undertaker. 

One  of  the  shrewdest  of  all  smug- 
gling rackets  was  uncovered  through 
the  "sixth  sense"  of  a  New  York  cus- 
toms inspector.  He  became  suspicious 
of  an  import-export  merchant  who 
spent  most  of  his  time  crossing  the 
Atlantic  by  ship.  Perfectly  normal  for 
a  man  in  that  line  of  business.  What 
started  the  inspector  wondering  was 
why  no  one  ever  greeted  him  when  he 
arrived  though  he  always  had  a  small 
going-away  party  attended  by  two 
business  associates.  Why  did  they 
only  show  up  when  he  was  leaving, 
the  inspector  asked  himself,  and  not 
when  he  returned — presumably  with 
news  of  what  he  had  accomplished  on 
his  trip? 

A  search  of  his  stateroom  supplied 
the  answer — $100,000  worth  of  uncut 
diamonds  concealed  in  a  hole  in  the 
bathroom  wall.  That  night,  when  the 
two  business  associates  were  leaving 
the  ship  after  another  going-away

As  it  has  been  for  the  past  40  centuries, 
the  high  plateau  of  Iran  is  once  again 
the  vast  arena  in  which  the  drama  of  a 
tremendous  struggle  for  world  power  is 
rapidly  reaching  climax.  It  is  all  but 
impossible  to  understand  the  portent  of 
the  current  confrontation  of  the  Free 
World  and  the  Russian  Communist 
Empire  without  a  brief  outline  of  Iran's 
unique  geography,  its  dramatic  history 
as  a  crossroads  and  it's  role  as  a  con- 
frontation cockpit  for  the  conquerors  of 
West  and  East. 

Its  importance  in  the  20th  century 
exceeds  even  that  of  the  previous  mil- 
lennia, for  who  controls  Iran  controls 
the  Persian  Gulf,  and  who  controls  the 
Persian  Gulf  controls  the  largest  oil 
fields  in  the  world — oil  upon  which  the 
industrial  nations  of  the  Free  World 
are  utterly  dependent. 

The  mighty  peaks  surrounding  the 
high  plateau  made  Iran  the  womb  of 
the  great  Persian  Empire.  From  their 
protected  eyrie,  Cjnrus  the  Great,  Dar- 
ius the  Great,  Xerxes  and  Artaxerxes 


swooped  down  the  Persian  Gulf,  then 
on  up  the  Tigris-Euphrates  Valley  to 
the  Mediterranean,  then  on  down 
through  Palestine  to  conquer  Egypt, 
thence  northwest  to  advance  on  Greece. 
Their  vast  armies  were  stopped  by  a 
pitifuUy  small  group  of  freemen  at 
Marathon.  It  was  the  turn  of  the  West- 
ern conquerors  to  march  east.  Down 
from  Macedonia  came  Alexander  the 
Great  to  plunge  south  to  Egypt,  then 
back  along  the  Fertile  Crescent,  down 
the  Tigris-Euphrates  to  carry  the  peaks 
and  conquer  Persia. 

Alexander  the  Great  opened  the  road 
of  the  conquerors  east  across  the  high 
plateau  of  Persia  where  invaders  from 
the  north  and  west  could  plunge  down 
through  the  narrow  funnel  of  the  fate- 
ful Khyber  Pass  into  India.  And  down 
they  came — the  Mongols,  Tamerlane, 
Huns  and.  eventually,  the  British — 
down  from  the  east  on  India,  as  Cyrus 
the  Great  had  come  down  on  the  Tigris- 
Euphrates  from  the  east. 

To  protect  India,  the  Star  of  the 
Empire,  the  British  posted  their  crack 
line  regiments   along  the  Persian 
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peaks.  These  Northern  Tier  mountains 
not  only  guarded  the  western  ap- 
proaches to  the  Khyber  Pass,  but  acted 
as  the  land  fortress  protecting  the  Brit- 
ish lifeline  which  ran  by  sea,  particu- 
larly the  narrow  seas — the  straits  of 
Gibraltar,  Malta,  Suez,  Bab  el  Mandeb 
and  Aden.  The  mountains  of  Iran  were 
the  land  fortresses  guarding  the  Brit- 
ish lifeline,  running  far  south  to  the 
Indian  Ocean  and  the  Red  Sea. 

It  was  the  warm  water  ports  of  the 
Persian  Gulf  that  the  ice-bound  Czars 
longed  to  acquire,  but  the  southward 
path  was  always  blocked  by  the  Brit- 
ish Lion  lashing  its  tail. 

Now,  once  again  as  in  the  past  4,000 
years,  Iran  is  the  arena  where  world 
powers  battle  to  the  death.  For  more 
than  a  century,  the  British  Lion  had 
furiously  clawed  the  Russian  Bear  in 
"The  Great  Game,"  the  undeclared  bor- 
der war  of  their  intelligence  services. 
Then  the  British  Lion  suddenly  died  of 
wounds  it  received  in  the  two  World 
Wars.  The  Russian  Bear,  though  sav- 
agely torn  by  Hitler's  armies,  moved  to 
take  over  Iran.  There,  to  the  amaze- 
ment of  both,  the  Russian  Bear  found 
the  angry-eyed  American  Eagle  with 
war  feathers  up  and  talons  bared  tak- 
ing the  place  of  the  British  Lion  in  pro- 
tecting Iran,  thus  blocking  the  Bear 
from  taking  over  the  Persian  Gulf  ports. 

When  Russia  was  attacked  by  Hitler, 


Iran  became  the  backdoor  through 
which  American  war  materiel  poured 
into  Russia.  By  treaty  with  the  Shah, 
Iran  was  occupied,  with  British  and 
Russian  troops  guarding  the  Trans- 
Siberian  Railway.  At  the  insistence  of 
the  U.S.,  both  the  Lion  and  the  Bear 
agreed  to  withdraw  their  occupying 
armies  six  months  after  the  war  ended. 
The  British  pulled  out  their  army,  but 
Stalin  refused  to  move  his  forces,  be- 
lieving he  had  been  given  a  free  hand 
at  Yalta  by  F.D.R.  But  the  Russian 
Bear  encountered  the  American  Eagle 
in  the  form  of  President  Harry  S.  Tru- 
man. Truman  told  Stalin  to  get  out  or 
get  blown  out.  The  American  president 
ordered  the  super  battleship  USS  Mis- 
souri to  Istanbul.  Reluctantly  and 
growling,  the  Russian  Bear  went  back 
over  the  mountains — but  never  ceased 
peeking  over  their  rim. 

In  1952,  the  Iranians  nationalized 
the  Anglo-Iranian  Oil  company.  Hence, 
American  oil  companies  became  full 
partners  in  the  marketing  of  Iranian 
oil.  The  Shah  built  up  a  large  army  to 
hold  the  northern  mountains,  but  in 
1978,  the  Shah's  government  was 
overthrown  by  the  Islamic  funda- 
mentalists. The  American  Eagle, 
which  had  inherited  the  assets  of  the 
British  Empire  in  Iran,  was  now  itself 
ousted,  inheriting  simultaneously,  as 
it  lost  its  assets,  the  previous  liability 


of  the  British  Lion,  i.e.,  the  fanatical 
hatred  of  the  Islamic  fundamentalists. 

Below  the  636,000  square  miles  of 
Iran — making  it  about  the  same  size 
as  the  mountain  states  of  the  United 
States — lies  the  88,000  square  miles  of 
the  Persian  Gulf.  Its  deep  blue  water 
couldn't  be  more  valuable  were  it  a 
sea  of  pure  sapphires,  because  from 
the  flat,  torrid  sands,  hotter  than 
those  of  Death  Valley,  comes  more  oil 
than  from  the  oil  wells  of  Russia  and 
the  United  States  combined.  Great  as 
is  the  value  of  this  liquid  gold,  it  can- 
not be  measured  in  money — because 
the  Persian  Gulf  oil  is  the  energy  sup- 
ply upon  which  the  industries  of  West- 
ern Europe  and  Japan  depend  for 
their  very  existence. 

As  Iran  is  the  battleground  of 
empires,  oil  has  made  the  Persian 
Gulf  the  cockpit  of  world  struggle. 
Into  it  from  the  northeast  pours  the 
Tigris-Euphrates  valley,  broad  high- 
way to  the  Mediterranean,  to  join  the 
coastal  plain  through  the  Holy  Land 
on  down  to  Egypt.  Where  now  stand 
the  nations  of  Iraq  and  Syria,  there 
flourished  the  fabulous  cities  of  Bag- 
dad, Babylon,  Nineveh  and  Damascus. 
But  the  oil  of  this  valley — Mesopotamia 
Continued  .  .  .

— exceeds  in  value  all  of  the  assets  of 
the  previous  nations  combined. 

Obviously,  he  who  controls  the  Per- 
sian Gulf  controls  the  Tigris-Euphrates 
valley.  Such  is  the  20th  century  power- 
magic  of  oil,  however,  this  inlet  of 
the  Persian  Gulf  is  of  far  less  import- 
ance than  its  outlet.  The  outlet  of  the 
Persian  Gulf  is  the  Strait  of  Hormuz,  a 
mere  30  miles  from  shore  to  shore,  with 
a  navigable  channel  only  eight  miles 
wide.  Oil  has  made  the  Strait  of  Hor- 
muz both  the  aorta  and  the  jugular 
vein  of  the  Free  World.  When  the  Rus- 
sian army  invaded  Afghanistan, 
bringing  it  only  350  miles  from  the 
Strait  of  Hormuz,  President  Carter  in- 
formed the  Kremlin  that  the  United 
States  would  use  every  means  neces- 
sary, including  war,  to  keep  the  strait 
open.  The  President  was  not  stating  a 
policy,  he  was  stating  a  fact.  If  the 
Kremlin  moves  to  close  the  strait,  the 
Free  World  will  have  no  option  but  to 
fight. 

Actually,  the  Kremlin  hasn't  the 
slightest  intention  of  closing  the  strait. 
What  the  Russian  Bear  wants,  how- 
ever, is  its  claws  around  it,  so  that  it 
can  use  the  oil  as  a  means  of  forcing 
industrial  Western  Europe  and  Japan 
into  the  economic  orbit  of  the  Commu- 
nist empire  of  the  Kremlin.  The  pri- 
mary objective  of  the  Communist 
empire  is  to  capture  nations,  to  enslave 
them— not  to  destroy  them.  In  the  Per- 
sian Gulf  oil  fields,  the  Kremlin  sees 
the  means  of  capturing  the  industrial 
Free  World.  Moreover,  with  a  tech- 
nique that  it  has  perfected  in  the  cap- 
ture of  11  other  nations,  the  Russian 
Bear  is  well  on  the  way  to  obtaining  a 
stranglehold  on  the  Persian  Gulf— by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  it  already  has  its 
huge  paws,  i.e.,  two  armies  (in  all,  33 
divisions),  on  the  eastern  and  northern 
borders  of  Iran.  Moreover,  the  British 
Lion's  ancient  Gibraltar  of  the  .  East, 
Aden  and  Socotra,  controlling  the  junc- 
tions of  the  Red  Sea  and  the  Indian 
Ocean,  are  now  naval  bases  of  the  Red 
navy.  Ethiopia  and  the  Strait  of  Bab  el 
Mandeb  control  the  south  as  the  Strait 
of  Hormuz  controls  the  north.  These 
southern  sea  bastions  are  no.w  under 
Soviet  control.  Thus,  with  incredible 
daring,  in  addition  to  crouching  on 
Iran's  land  borders,  the  Russian  navy 
has  actually  taken  control  of  the  Brit- 
ish lifeline  east  of  Suez.  Today  a  wide 
ring  of  distant  Kremlin  seapower  sur- 
rounds the  Persian  Gulf  oil  fields- 
except  the  Strait  of  Hormuz.

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the  Kremlin  is  advancing,  not  by  arm- 
ies and  navifes,  but  by  threat  of  the  use 
of  them  in  support  of  its  huge  fifth  col- 
umn inside  Iran,  the  Tudeh  Party.  The 
Tudeh  Party,  the  best  organized  within 
Iran,  is  working  closely  with  the  Islamic 
Fundamentalists  of  Ayatolah  Kho- 
meini. Whether  or  not  the  Kremlin  will 
order  its  Tudeh  Party  to  take  over  at 
Khomeini's  death — he  is  82 — remains 
to  be  seen.  It  would  be  a  most  momen- 
tus  decision,  for  it  is  axiomatic  that 
whoever  controls  Iran  controls  the  Per- 
sian Gulf;  whoever  controls  the  Persian 
Gulf  controls  the  oil  fields  of  both  the 
gulf  and  of  the  Tigris-Euphrates;  who- 
ever controls  them,  controls  the  indus- 
trial life  of  Western  Europe  and  Japan; 
and  as  gq  they,  so  goes  the  United 
States. 

The  Russian  Method 
of  Undeclared  War 

What  will  the  Kremlin  do  next?  The 
key  lies  in  what  it  has  done  in  the  past 
— with  great  success.  To  begin  with, 
Lenin  taught  that  respect  for  the  clas- 
sical sovereign  rights  of  nations  is  non- 
sense. This  means  that  Kremlin  inter- 
ference in  the  internal  affairs  of  another 
nation  is  standard  operational  proce- 
dure. Its  Trojan  Horses,  i.e.,  its  fifth 
columns  both  underground  and  as 
legal  Communist  parties,  are  the 
assault  brigades  of  the  Kremlin's  unde- 
clared war  against  the  Free  World. 
Lenin  also  is  quoted  as  declaring  that 
nothing  is  more  useful  to  the  Commu- 
nists than  a  useful  idiot,  i.e.,  a  leader  of 
a  foreign  nation  who  has  been  duped 
into  believing  that  communism  is  the 
savior  of  the  common  man. 

The  foreign  fifth  column,  which  is 
under  direct  control  of  the  KGB,  cease- 
lessly foments  disorder  and  chaos  in 
the  targeted  country  with  infiltration 
of  labor  unions  and  the  free  press  as 
prime  objectives  until  it  has  strength 
enough  to  effect  a  coalition  govern- 
ment. Once  in,  it  aims  for  control  of  the 
police  and  communications. 

This  done,  the  Red  army  masses  on 
the  borders  of  the  targeted  nation  and 
the  threat  of  its  force  is  used  by  the  fifth 
column  to  take  over  completely.  This 
was  the  method  used  to  capture  many 
nations,  for  example,  Hungary,  Czech- 
oslovakia and  Poland.  Today,  it  is 
mounted  and  ready  to  take  over  the 
Iranian  government. 

There  is  a  pattern  to  this.  Since  it  is 
the  key  to  what  will  most  probably  be 
attempted  next  in  Iran,  it  merits  close 


attention.  This  is  the  method  once  used 
by  the  Nazi  German  Intelligence  and  it 
is  now  called  the  M.O.,  the  Method  of 
Operation.  It  was  first  suggested  by 
Scotland  Yard  in  1913,  but  amplified 
by  the  Berlin  police  in  1920,  from 
whence  this  police  technique  was 
passed  on  to  the  military.  First  among 
the  American  military  analysts  was 
Capt.  Lowell  Limpus,  a  West  Pointer, 
an  editor  of  the  Infantry  Journal,  and 
an  editor  of  the  N.Y.  Daily  News,  who 
was  this  writer's  mentor  for  10  years 
before  the  war. 

The  modus  operandi  requires  excru- 
ciating attention  to  detail  throughout 
every  nuance  of  the  operation.  There- 
after, its  proponents  insist,  it  is  more 
valuable  than  fingerprints,  for  the 
fingerprints  tell  only  where  the 
criminal  has  been,  while  the  modus 
operandi  tells,  almost  infallibly,  what 
he  will  do  next. 

Thus,  how  the  Kremlin  acted  in 
World  War  II,  according  to  its  M.O.,  is 
what  it  is  liable  to  do  next  in  Iran.  Point 
by  point,  this  is  the  analogy  between 
the  crisis  of  1939  and  the  Iranian  crisis. 

Point  one:  At  nearly  any  cost,  the 
Kremlin  will  avoid  plunging  Russia 
into  a  war  with  a  major  power,  much 
less  a  world  war.  Thus,  it  refused  to 
sign  the  Hitler-Stalin  Pact  without 
assurance  that,  first,  Hitler  would  not 
attack  Russia,  and  that,  second,  he 
would  attack  the  West.  Thus,  the 
Kremlin  helped  jockey  Hitler  into  a 
world  war.  Following  this  pattern,  it 
jockeyed  the  United  States  into  two 
major  conflicts  since  World  War  II — 
the  Korean  and  Vietnamese  Wars, 
which  cost  the  U.S.  more  casualties 
than  World  War  I,  required  three  times 
the  armies  and  cost  infinitely  more. 
Thus,  the  Kremlin  plans  to  take  over 
Iran  without  war. 

Point  two:  The  Kremlin  takes  half 
the  victor's  spoils,  which  it  gets  as  the 
price  of  its  neutrality.  From  Hitler,  Sta- 
lin got  half  of  Poland,  the  right  to  take 
Lithuania  in  the  north,  and  Bessar- 
abia in  the  south.  All  of  this  was  duly 
delivered.  (The  Kremlin  has  already 
offered  a  coalition  on  the  Strait  of 
Hormuz!) 

But:  be  it  noted  and  underlined  that 
with  Hitler  at  war  and  helpless  to  stop 
it,  the  Kremlin  took  not  only  Bessar- 
abia, but  also  Bucovina,  formerly  an 
Austrian  province  in  the  south.  More- 
over, it  took  not  only  Lithuania,  but 
also  Latvia  and  Estonia  in  the  north. 
Hitler  noticed  not  only  the  violation  of 
Continued  .  .  .

The  farmland  of  Bessarabia  and 
Bucovina  match,  in  fertility,  those  of 
Iowa  and  Illinois;  the  productivity  of 
the  ancient  Baltic  States  is  very  roughly 
analogous  to  that  of  New  England. 

These  are  valuable  economic  acqui- 
sitions. But  much  more  importantly, 
with  Bessarabia,  the  Kremlin  acquired 
control  of  the  mouth  of  the  Danube,  as 
important  to  the  states  of  Middle  Eur- 
ope— Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  Hungary 
and  Romania — as  control  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Nile  is  to  Egypt.  Moreover,  using 
Lithuania  as  the  springboard,  control 
of  Latvia  and  Estonia  gave  the  Krem- 
lin control  of  the  Gulf  of  Riga  and  the 
Gulf  of  Finland.  Finland  was  thus  sur- 
rounded by  sea  and,  with  the  Russian 
armies  on  its  border,  was  in  the  incip- 
ient clutch  of  the  Russian  Bear — pre- 
cisely as  is  Iran  today.  But  the  Finns 
offered  heroic  resistance. 

In  1944,  Finland  lost  all  defenses  on 
the  Russian  borders.  In  addition,  Fin- 
land was  forced  to  yield  territory  in  the 
north,  giving  the  Kremlin  a  land  bor- 
der with  Norway — which  border  re- 
mains heavily  garrisoned  by  the  Rus- 
sian armies  thoroughly  capable  of  land 
aggression  against  this  Atlantic 
nation.  In  1940,  perceiving  this  double- 
cross.  Hitler  decided  to  double-double- 
cross  the  Kremlin,  which  he  did  by 
sudden  attack  in  June  of  1941. 

Point  four:  As  soon  as  it  achieved 
Baltic  land  bases,  the  Kremlin  moved 
by  sea.  It  built  a  huge  Baltic  battle  fleet 
to  take  full  control  of  the  Baltic  Sea, 
thus  corking  the  outlet  to  the  North 
Sea.  It  simultaneously  built  a  vast 
Black  Sea  fleet,  thereby  corking  not 
only  its  Danube  inlet,  but  the  Black 
Bear  outlet  into  the  Dardenelles. 

The  Kremlin  then  had  the  daring  to 
use  its  fifth  column,  headed  by  Castro, 
to  take  over  Cuba.  Cuba,  in  fine  Krem- 
lin fashion,  was  then  used  as  the  base 
from  which  to  take  over  Nicaragua. 
Moreover,  when  Sadat  ordered  the 
Kremlin  out  of  Egypt,  with  almost  fool- 
hardy brilliance  the  Kremlin  used 
Cuban  troops  to  help  take  over  Angola 
and  Ethiopia  with  the  assistance,  of 
course,  of  the  Kremlin's  fifth  columns 
already  active  there.  Once  again,  the 
Kremlin  banked  on  non-resistance  by 
the  West — and  won.

It  is  perfectly  clear,  from  the  stand- 
point of  analysis,  therefore,  that  the 
Kremlin's  attack  on  Iran  is  in  an  ad- 
vanced state.  It  has  an  excellent  fifth 
column  in  Iran,  the  most  organized 
and  disciplined  political  force  in  that 
targeted  country,  particularly  on  the 
northern  border  and  in  Teheran  itself. 
It  has  21  divisions  on  Iran's  northern 
border,  with  66  in  reserve.  It  has  10 
divisions  in  Afghanistan  and  the  KGB 
is  actively  engaged  in  training  guer- 
rilla bands  in  Baluchistan,  Iran's  pro- 
vince on  the  Strait  of  Hormuz. 

The  strongest  military  force  in  the 
area,  it  has  compromised  the  super- 
tanker sea  lanes  in  the  Indian  Ocean 
and  Red  Sea.  This  is  a  powerful  force 
for  economic  and  diplomatic  blackmail. 

Its  violent  attack  is  under  way  inside 
of  Iran.  It  has  fanned  the  flames  of  a 
jehad,  a  Holy  War,  against  the  United 
States:  150,000  Mullahs  in  50,000  vil- 
lages ceaselessly  exhort  the  firenzied 
Iranians  to  war  against  the  United 
States  as  against  Satan. 

What  this  means  is  that  the  border 
wars  of  the  past  century — "The  Great 
Game" — have  been  revived  and  embel- 
lished into  a  full-scale  intelligence  war 
of  the  20th  century,  a  war  in  which 
anything  goes.  The  principal  means  of 
the  British  and  Russian  intelligence 
services  in  "The  Great  Game"  was  the 
use  of  surrogates,  i.e.,  the  fierce  moun- 
tain tribes.  There  is  nothing  new  in  this 
pattern.  The  French  used  the  Hurons 
against  the  British  in  North  America 
and  the  British  used  the  Iroquois 
against  both  French  and  Americans, 
indeed,  maintaining  a  British  Resident 
with  them  until  1818.  The  Spanish 
used  the  Apaches  against  the  French 
in  Louisiana;  the  French  retaliated 
with  the  less  civilized  Commanches — 
who  won. 

But  the  savagery  of  the  intelligence 
wars  in  "The  Great  Game"  far 
exceeded  the  Indian  wars  in  the  United 
States.  This  was  because  the  religious 
fanaticism  of  the  mountain  tribes  was 
inflamed  to  get  them  to  go  to  war.  As 
early  as  1920,  the  Communists  were 
urging  their  southern  Islamic  neigh- 
bors to  wage  jehads  against  the  West. 
The  Kremlin  has  brought  it  to  a  fine  art 
since.  Two  jehads,  Communist  fueled, 
are  raging  against  the  United  States  in 
Iran  and  against  Israel  throughout  the 
extremely  Moslem  nations. 

Since  the  United  States  and  the  Free 
World  are  confironted  in  this  crucial 
area,  it  is  prudent  to  consider  the  sav- 


agery with  which  the  undeclared  war 
is  fought.  Its  basic  tenet  is  perhaps  the 
most  cynical  in  the  history  of  warfare: 
"There  is  a  perfect  crime— get  another 
man  to  commit  it,  preferably  in  the 
name  of  his  God!" 

One  glance  at  the  headlines  indi- 
cates how  effectively  the  KGB  has 
applied  the  technology  of  the  20th  cen- 
tury to  the  perfection  of  its  Islamic 
operations.  The  savagery  of  these  wars 
was  described  by  Kipling  in  his 
"Advice  to  a  Young  British  Soldier": 
"When  you're  wounded  an'  dyin'  on 
Afghanistans  plains,  an'  the  women 
come  out  to  cut  up  what  remains,  just 
roll  to  your  rifle  an'  blow  out  your 
brains,  an'  go  to  your  death  like  a  sold- 
ier!" 

Thus,  while  it  is  important  for  the 
United  States  to  create  a  Rapid  Deploy- 
ment Force  for  conventional  war  in  the 
area,  it  is  even  more  important  to  note 
that  the  Kremlin  already  has  secret 
forces  in  action,  that  the  Kremlin 
through  the  KGB  is  waging  secret  war 
in  Iran  and  throughout  the  Persiam 
Gulf  area,  that  the  Arabian  Peninsula 
and  Iran  are  surrounded  by  the  Rus- 
sian armed  forces  to  such  an  extent 
that,  as  they  did  in  Middle  Europe  and 
in  the  Baltic  and  Black  Sea,  they 
expect  to  win  without  fighting! 

Perhaps  the  instructions  to  the  wives 
of  the  U.S.  marshals  in  the  days  of 
America's  old  frontier  have  applica- 
tion today.  "Madam,"  she  was  told,  "it 
may  be  that  in  line  of  duty  your  hus- 
band will  be  forced  to  draw  his  gun. 
This  will  cause  you  great  anguish  and 
you  will  go  to  great  lengths  to  prevent 
him  from  getting  into  a  mortal  gun 
duel.  But  whatever  you  do,  don't  hang 
on  his  gun  arm  because  you'll  be  a 
widow  if  you  do." 

The  Central  Intelligence  Agency  is 
America's  U.S.  marshal  in  the  wild 
frontier  that  is  the  world  of  today. 
There  are  too  many  citizens,  well 
meaning  and  otherwise,  who  are 
"hanging  on  America's  gun  arm." 
Thus,  to  their  attention  is  commended 
once  again  the  warning  of  Gen.  Wil- 
liam J.  Donovan  of  the  Office  of  Stra- 
tegic Services:  "Americans,  a  strong 
intelligence  service  is  your  first  line  of 
defense;  it  may  also  be  your  last." 

In  short,  while  the  Soviet  Union  is 
consciously  diverting  the  world's 
attention  to  such  areas  as  the  Mideast, 
Central  America,  Cuba,  Africa  and 
Argentina,  let  us  not  forget  that  the 
Russian  Bear  is  cunningly  stalking  a 
honeypot  called  Iran.  O

bluecappers  thought  the  ceremonies 
marking  the  Legion's  $1  milHon  dona- 
tion to  the  Vietnam  Veterans  Memor- 
ial Fund  was  the  convention's  most 
memorable  moment.  The  tearful 
thanks  of  a  widow  who  lost  her  hus- 
band in  Vietnam  and  a  filmed  tribute 
to  American  fighting  men  and  the 
Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  convinc- 
ingly underscored  the  Legion's  right- 
ness  in  supporting  the  memorial. 

Others,  particularly  those  attend- 
ing their  first  National  Convention, 
were  most  impressed  by  the  intensity 
of  the  marathon  sessions  of  conven- 
tion committees  and  standing  com- 
missions— the  forums  through  which 
much  of  the  work  gets  done. 

No  matter  what  the  highlight  was — 
and  with  so  much  to  choose  from,  it 
could  have  been  any  one  of  dozens  of 
events — nearly  everyone  agreed  that 
Vice  Pres.  George  Bush's  strongly 
worded  speech  to  the  delegates  during 
the  convention's  closing  hours  would 
not  soon  be  forgotten.  Bush  blasted 
the  Soviet's  efforts  "to  promote  the 


nuclear  freeze  movement  in  Europe" 
while  at  the  same  time  "they  have  con- 
tinued a  relentless  buildup  of  both 
strategic  and  conventional  forces." 

One  other  moment  that  will  live  in 
the  memories  of  the  2965  delegates  to 
the  convention — and  especially  those 
from  Illinois — was  that  moment  when 
Al  Keller,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  the 
Legion's  highest  office.  "Why  the  elec- 
tion of  our  own  Al  Keller  of  Kankakee 
as  our  new  National  Commander  is 
the  single  most  cherished  memory 
we'll  take  home,  sir,"  said  one  Prairie 
State  delegate  who  felt  he  spoke  for 
the  entire  Illinois  contingent.  (See 
page  16  for  a  profile  of  Cdr.

Flynttold 
journalists  that  the  Legion  was  con- 
cerned about  the  Reagan  administra- 
tion's announced  plans  to  no  longer 
carry  out  a  long-term  policy  of  arms 
sales  to  Taiwan.  Further,  Flynt  said 
that  "The  American  Legion  is  not 
opposed  to  a  nuclear  arms  freeze.  We 
remain  on  record  supporting  a  freeze. 


but  only  under  these  conditions:  the 
agreement  is  verifiable;  it  does  not 
hamper  NATO's  ability  to  counter 
Soviet  SS-20  missiles  aimed  at  the 
heart  of  western  Europe,  and  that  the 
freeze  and  subsequent  reductions  do 
not  place  the  United  States  at  a 
disadvantage. 

"We  firmly  believe  that  deterrence 
has  worked,"  he  added.  "Europe  has 
been  free  from  war  for  37  years  and 
our  position  is  that  it  has  been  so  only 
because  of  the  credible  deterrence  cap- 
ability U.S.  and  NATO  forces 
present."

The  following  are  synopses  of  reso- 
lutions approved  during  the  64th 
annual  American  Legion  Convention 
in  Chicago,  111. 


Americanism 

456.  Urges  that  The  American  Legion  take  the  lead  in 
restoring  the  honor  due  to  George  Washington. 

457.  Supports  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Security 
and  Terrorism  and  asks  that  it  expose  terrorism  and 
threats  to  the  security  of  the  U.S.,  and  spearhead  enact- 
ment of  enforcible  legislation  that  will  impose  severe  pen- 
alties on  those  who  engage  in  terrorist  activities. 
198.  Reiterates  Legion  support  of  U.S.  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  courts  in  their  efforts  to  end  terrorism,  and 
asks  that  funds  needed  by  federal  agencies  to  eradicate 
terrorism  not  be  cut  despite  severe  economic  conditions. 

I.  Deals  with  U.S.  intelligence  agencies  and  the 
matter  of  disclosure;  recommends  the  rebuilding,  recon- 
stitution  and/or  creation  of  one  or  more  intelligence  and 
counterintelligence  agencies  answerable  only  to  the 
Executive  Branch;  recognizes  the  need  to  educate  stu- 
dents in  this  area  through  an  Americanism  Program  in 
school  systems. 

5.  Asks  that  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act  be 
amended  to  classify  as  "Special  Immigrants"  Filipino 
alien  veterans  who  served  honorably  in  the  U.S.  armed 
forces,  including  their  spouses  and  children. 
124.  Urges  display  of  American  flag  by  high  school 
and  college  marching  bands  during  outdoor  perform- 
ances. 

166.  Encourages  all  Legionnaires  to  fly  the  American 
flag  daily. 

187.  Suggests  that  Congress  commend  those  immigra- 
tion officers  who  strictly  enforce  current  immigration 
laws  whereas  by  doing  so  they  improve  employment 
opportunities  for  American  citizens.

186.  Seeks  legislation  to  prohibit  employment  of  illegal 
aliens;  asks  for  sufficient  funding:  of  Bureau  of  Immigra- 
tion and  Naturalization;  seeks  elimination  of  eligibility 
of  illegal  aliens  to  receive  public  assistance  funds;  urges 
that  Congress  not  change  procedures  for  granting  citi- 
zenship to  aliens;  asks  for  workable  identification  system; 
calls  for  cooperation  between  agencies  dealing  with  ille- 
gal alien  issue;  supports  temporary  worker  program 
which  would  be  tightly  administered  by  the  government.

and  at  public  gatherings;  asks  that  Congress  pass  legis- 
lation to  promote  the  concept  of  school  prayer. 

526.  Reaffirmation  of  support  of  CIA  and  FBI. 

527.  Calls  upon  Congress  to  take  necessary  action  to 
deny  Communists  the  ability  to  impinge  upon  internal 
security  of  the  United  States. 

528.  Urges  Congress  to  enact  legislation  making 
George  Washington's  birthday  a  national  holiday  on 
February  22  of  each  year;  restore  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  to  May  30,  and  Columbus  Day  to  October  12. 

Children  and  Youth 

506.  Calls  for  school  boards  and  state  educational 
agencies  to  develop  a  balanced  program  to  reduce  vio- 
lence and  vandalism  in  schools;  urges  Posts  to  assist  in 
efforts  to  reduce  development  of  patterns  of  delinquency 
in  schools.

New  Zion,  S.C.,  appeared  before  the 
commission  in  his  current  role  as 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Labor  for  Vete- 
rans Employment.  Plowden,  the  first

In  a  joint  pre-convention  briefing 
program,  members  of  the  National 
Security  ^nd  Foreign  Relations  Com- 
missions heard  from  Robert  T.  Grey, 
Deputy  Director  of  the  U.S.  Arms  Con- 
trol and  Disarmament  Agency,  U.S. 
Department  of  State.  Grey  told  the 
gathering  that  the  goal  of  the  Reagan 
administration's  arms  control  policy 
in  all  its  dealings  with  world  powers  is 
the  same:  "We  want  substantial,  mil- 
itarily significant  force  reductions. 
We  want  equal  ceilings  for  similar 
types  of  forces.  And  we  want  effective 
provisions  for  verification.  We  want, 
quite  simply,  to  establish  the  condi- 
tions necessary  for  international 
stability." 

Also  appearing  before  the  joint  ses- 
sion was  Richard  Allen,  former  Rea- 
gan assistant  for  National  Security 
Affairs,  who  described  how  the  U.S. 
has  gone  from  being  militarily  super- 
ior to  militarily  inferior  to  the  Soviets 
in  two  decades,  and  what  is  being 
done  to  reverse  that  trend. 

In  an  afternoon  session  of  the 
National  Security  Commission,  Maj. 
Gen.  John  J.  Koehler,  USA,  com- 
manding general  of  the  Army's  Test 
and  Evaluation  Command  at  Aber- 
deen (Md.)  Proving  Grounds,  des- 
cribed current  trends  in  weapons 
development.  Koehler  noted  that 
today's  American  fighting  man  is 
"using  equipment  in  the  field  that  is 
old,  the  result  of  developments  of  the 
late  1950s  and  early  1960s."  In  the 
meantime,  "Russian  equipment  is

new  and  staying  new."  Koehler  added 
that  since  "we  are  unwilling  to  risk 
the  lives  of  our  soldiers  on  the  battle- 
fields with  insufficient  or  substan- 
dard weapons,"  rapid  advances  in 
weaponry  research  and  development 
are  under  way. 

Also  meeting  in  session  prior  to  the 
convention  were  the  Americanism, 
Children  and  Youth,  and  Internal 
Affairs  Commissions.

nent  people,  for  example,  invest  in  oil 
and  gas  tax  shelters  that  make  them 
eligible  for  many  times  the  amount  of 
the  investment  in  federal  income  tax 
deductions.  Although  legal,  it  clearly 
eases  the  conscience  of  a  Trevor  Rod- 
gers  who,  when  pocketing  his  moon- 
light cash,  calls  it  "my  little  tax 
shelter." 

Who  is  doing  all  the  tax  avoiding?  A 
breakdown  comes  from  two  econo- 
mists, Carl  P.  Simon  of  Michigan 
State  University  and  Ann  D.  Witte  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
Basing  their  estimates  on  a  modest 
$380  billion  in  unreported  income  in 
1981,  they  figure  legal  activities  account 
for  some  two-thirds  of  the  total: 

Self-Employment— $115  billion 

Wages  and  Salaries — $80  billion 

Interest— $20  billion 

Corporate  Profits — $18  billion 

Rents  and  Royalties — $15  billion 

Other  Legal— $7  billion 

It's  much  more  difficult  to  get  a  han- 
dle on  illegal  activities,  for  most 
obvious  reasons.  No  one  knows  how 
many  women  are  engaged  in  prostitu- 
tion, but  Simon  and  White  make  a 
guess  of  some  300,000  to  500,000, 
together  earning  roughly  $15  billion. 
Marijuana,  for  example,  is  by  far  the 
biggest  cash  crop  in  California,  yet 
revenues  from  its  sale  go  untaxed. 
According  to  the  two  economists,  fol- 
lowing is  the  breakdown  on  illegal 
activities: 

Drugs — $45  billion 

Stolen  Goods— $20  billion 

Bribery— $15  bilHon 

Prostitution — $15  billion 

Fraud — $6  billion 

Pornography — $6  billion 

Gambling  &  Loan  Sharking — $4 
billion 

Other  Illegal— $10  bilHon 

IRS  Commissioner  Egger  calls  all 
this  underground  activity  a  "real-life 
Rubik's  Cube,"  complex  and  inter- 
twined. Tightening  enforcement  is  a 
formidable  task,  since  the  "informal 
suppliers"  who  provide  goods  and  ser- 
vices can  do  so  while  easily  avoiding 
trails  of  paper  that  the  government 
could  trace. 

Congress  has  in  the  past  prohibited 
the  IRS  from  issuing  regulations  and 
rulings  in  many  areas,  such  as  report- 
ing requirements  for  independent  con- 
tractors.

reported  dividends  and  interest  is  esti- 
mated at  $8.2  billion,"  adds  Egger. 
And  along  with  tips  and  cash  pay- 
ments made  to  "casual"  employees,  he 
says  the  IRS  has  "an  extremely  diffi- 
cult time  trying  to  uncover  noncom- 
pliance." 

Curiously  enough,  this  noncompli- 
ance has  made  a  mockery  of  all  the 
predictions  that  the  United  States 
would  turn  almost  exclusively  to  credit 
cards  and  electronic,  automatic- 
transfer  banking.  Cash  is  simply  a 
favored  means  of  doing  business.  And 
America's  hunger  for  cash  is  a  major 
tip-off  to  the  size  of  the  underground 
economy. 

Indeed,  while  in  1960  there  was 
some  $29  billion  of  currency  in  circula- 
tion, that  total  has  quadrupled.  Even 
adjusted  for  inflation,  it's  one  of  the 
highest  per  capita  rates  of  cash  in  the 
nation's  history.  And  although  many 
operating  off-the-books  spread  checks 
around  to  various  banks  (the  IRS  fig- 
ures a  fourth  to  a  third  of  the  tax  gap  is 
paid  by  check,  but  is  deposited  into  a 
complicated  trail  of  paper)  this  appe- 
tite for  the  green  is  a  sure  sign  of 
underground  transactions. 

Such  activity  can  indeed  raise  the 
cost  of  government  for  people  who  will 
not,  or  cannot,  evade  taxes.  "A  smaller 
and  smaller  segment  of  society  is  pay- 
ing the  main  share  of  taxes,"  explains 
Richard  C.  Carlson,  a  senior  econo- 
mist at  SRI  International,  a  noted 
California  research  firm.  "And  gov- 
ernment has  to  keep  raising  rates,  or 
allowing  'bracket  creep'  to  cover  every- 
one else.  People  who  are  working  for 
large  corporations  take  on  a  larger  tax 
burden."  Indeed,  one  study  estimated 
that  if  all  the  tax  evaders  in  the  coun- 
try coughed  up  their  share,  the  honest 
taxpayer's  bill  would  be  reduced  by  16 
percent. 

The  underground  economy  also  dis- 
torts government  policy  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  It  masks  how  our  economy  is 
really  performing — much  better  than 
official  estimates — and  creates  ineq- 
uities in  certain  entitlement  programs, 
with  benefits  given  to  those  who  don't 
really  need  or  qualify  for  them. 

Productivity  declines,  a  great  worry 
among  government  planners,  were 
not  nearly  as  great  as  assumed  in  the 
1970s.  In  the  services  sector,  many 
participants  went  underground,  mak- 
ing it  appear  as  if  Americans  were  not 
working  as  hard  or  as  efficiently  as  in 
the  past.  Unemployment,  explains 


Carlson,  may  be  overstated  by  as 
much  as  2  percent.  "That's  really  not 
so  much  to  affect  policy  when  you 
have  a  given  rate  of  10  percent,"  he 
adds.  "But  say  you  get  down  to  6  per- 
cent and  are  really  talking  4,  in  eco- 
nomic terms  that  means  full  employ- 
ment. And  it  means  we'd  be  doing  real 
well."  But  this  also  means  that  some  2 
percent  of  those  receiving  unemploy- 
ment benefits  are  still  earning  a  siz- 
able income  aside  from  the  benefits,  an 
added  cost  for  legitimate  taxpayers. 

In  such  a  climate,  Federal  Reserve 
monetary  policy  is  operating  based  on 
undermined  assumptions.  The  Com- 
merce Department  tries  to  factor  in 
the  effect  of  the  underground  economy 
while  figuring  the  Gross  National 
Product,  but  is  forced  to  exclude  illegal 
activities,  for  which,  says  one  govern- 
ment official,  "we  don't  have  any  data 
we  could  use  to  include." 

Nevertheless,  spending  money  makes 
the  world  go  round.  And  whether  it's 
on  or  off  the  books,  such  economics  is 
healthy  for  all  Americans.  Says  Barry 
Molefsky,  an  economist  with  the  Con- 
gressional Research  Service,  "The 
underground  economy  is  one  of  the 
few  places  where  the  entrepreneurial 
spirit  still  lives.  People  in  it  often  fill 
gaps  where  there  are  shortages  of 
goods  and  services." 

As  Milton  Friedman  explains,  taxes 
and  regulations  force  many  workers 
underground.  "There  are  whole  sec- 
tors of  industries,  particularly  small 
businesses,  that  wouldn't  exist  were  it 
not  for  the  underground  economy," 
amplifies  SRI's  Carlson.  "I'm  not 
talking  about  criminals,  but  the  great 
majority  who  are  not  engaged  in  dan- 
gerous activity. 

"The  home  repair  industry  is  a  good 
example  when  you  look  at  all  the  per- 
mits and  forms  a  carpenter  must  fill 
out,"  continues  Carlson.  "Above  ground, 
he  must  pay  unemployment  taxes. 
Social  Security,  state  and  local  taxes 
and  such.  He  has  to  earn  $20  to  keep 
$10,  and  pretty  soon  the  consumer 
simply  can't  afford  the  full  price  for 
the  work.  Underground,  he  simply 
goes  out  and  does  it." 

Carlson  admits  that  building  codes 
and  certain  permitting  processes  have 
good  intentions.  "But  it's  to  the  point 
where  we've  overdone  and  over- 
reached." So  even  though  the  under- 
ground economy  is  in  violation  of  the 
law,  Carlson  says  he  views  it  "as  more 
of  a  strength  than  a  problem."

To  the  IRS,  though,  it's  a  problem.  A 
big  problem.  After  patiently  listening 
to  all  the  benefits  of  the  underground 
economy,  IRS  spokesman  Leon  Levine 
repeatedly  points  out,  "But  it's  ille- 
gal." Spoilsport. 

"I  don't  want  to  moralize,"  says 
Levine,  "but  we're  talking  about  the 
rule  of  law  in  this  country.  We  in  the 
IRS  are  charged  with  enforcing  the 
federal  tax  laws."  And  ferreting  out 
cheaters,  he  says,  should  be  done  "at 
least  out  of  fairness  to  those  who  do 
report  all  their  income."

The  IRS  has  recently  reorganized 
its  national  office,  says  Levine,  all 
aimed  at  raising  the  level  of  com- 
pliance. "The  IRS  is  not  interested  in 
nickel  and  diming  people  to  death,"  he 
explains,  "because  people  have  hon- 
est disagreements  over  interpretations. 
But  we  do  want  to  find  people  who 
willfully  and  knowingly  fail  to  report 
earnings,  dividends  and  interest.  A 
hundred  dollars  per  taxpayer  may  not 
sound  like  much,  but  multiply  it  by  a 
million  and  the  effect  of  the  tax  gap  is 
quite  apparent." 

There  is  currently  legislation  pend- 
ing in  Congress  to  give  the  IRS  in- 
creased power.  "And  we're  getting 
new  tools  as  well,"  says  Levine. 
"Additional  kinds  of  reporting  infor- 
mation will  be  available  and  penalties 
will  be  much  stiffer.  People  have  let 
accounts  grow  delinquent  because  we 
charged  such  a  low  interest  rate.  They 
made  more  on  the  money  elsewhere 
and,  in  essence,  got  a  cheap  loan  from 
the  government.  Now  we'll  be  charg- 
ing 20  percent,  which  should  be  an 
incentive  for  people  to  pay." 

The  IRS  will  use  state-of-the-art 
computers  to  match,  for  example, 
interest  payments  against  tax  returns. 
According  to  Levine,  the  IRS  has  to 
rely  on  machines  which,  for  individ- 
ual audits,  are  simply  too  expensive 
and  time  consuming.  Nevertheless,

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the  fundamental  causes  and  problems 
of  the  underground  economy  will 
remain. 

Aside  from  beefing  up  enforcement, 
the  only  realistic  means  of  reducing 
the  tax  gap,  or  attempting  to  bring  the 
underground  economy  up  to  the  sur- 
face, is  to  reduce  taxes  so  fewer  people 
regard  the  system  as  oppressive.  "I 
don't  think  people  want  to  cheat," 
says  former  IRS  Commissioner  Donald 
Alexander.  "I  think  they're  put  into  a 
position  of  having  to  do  it  to  protect 
their  standard  of  living." 

"We  have  long  prided  ourselves, 
and  with  justice,  on  the  extent  of 
voluntary  compliance  with  that  tax," 
wrote  Friedman  in  a  recent  Newsweek 
column.  He  attributes  it  to  a  national 
sense  that  our  tax  system  is  "reason- 
ably fair  and  that  everyone  had  an 
obligation  to  pay  his  fair  share  of  the 
cost  of  government."  But  that  shared 
feeling  of  obligation,  he  concludes,  "is 
breaking  down." 

Friedman  is,  as  everyone  may  know, 
a  True  Believer  in  the  free  market.  He 
frequently  points  out  that  what  he 
calls  "voluntary  elements"  in  an  econ- 
omy are  often  its  most  efficient  and 
prosperous  part.  "Take  Russia  or 
Poland,"  he  says.  "The  Black  Market 
activity  there  is  about  the  only  thing 
that  allows  those  countries  to  func- 
tion." Multitudes  of  government  regu- 
lations and  layer  upon  layer  of  taxes 
blunt  productivity  that  is  of  benefit  to 
the  whole  society. 

"Even  though  one  may  deplore  the 
breaking  of  laws,"  says  Friedman, 
"the  underground  economy  is  a  major 
safety  valve.  I  see  it  as  the  greatest 
defense  of  our  freedom,  the  surest 
safeguard  against  tyranny.  That  is, 
the  ingenuity  of  the  American  people 
to  get  around  regulations,  legally  and 
illegally." 

Dr.  Friedman,  mind  you,  is  not 
advocating  anarchy.  No,  he  is  merely 
making  a  point  about  bad  laws  and 
regulations.  "You  saw  this  with  Prohi- 
bition," he  explains,  "and  it's  the 
same  with  excessively  high  taxes  and 
regulations." 

The  underground  economy  is  clearly 
paradoxical — of  great  benefit  and 
commensurate  harm  simultaneously. 
Changing  the  tax  laws,  rather  than 
making  a  hopeless  stab  at  stopping 
those  who  break  them,  is  our  best 
course.  As  Milton  Friedman  says, 
"Don't  blame  the  underground  econ- 
omy; blame  the  laws."  O

without  some  effort  on  your  part." 

In  the  Keller  home,  love  of  country 
was  not  something  that  was  taken 
for  granted.  Each  son  knew  that  Amer- 
ica, just  as  Switzerland,  demanded 
the  duties  of  citizenship  in  return  for 
her  bounty.  When  World  War  II  broke 
out,  Al  was  a  student  at  the  University 
of  Illinois  where  he  was  studying  agri- 
culture. Uncle  Sam  interrupted  his 
education  in  late  1943  with  a  short 
letter  that  began:  "Greetings,"  and 
you  know  the  rest. 

On  New  Year's  Eve  1943— amid  his 
mother's  tears  of  concern  and  his  fath- 
er's smiles  of  pride — Pvt.  Albert  Keller, 
U.S.A.,  headed  for  Ft.  Sheridan's  school 
for  cooks.  But  he  didn't  stay  there;  a 
little  later  he  was  assigned  to  the  15th 
Air  Force  as  a  B-24  gunner.  Earning 
four  bronze  battle  stars  and  the  Air 
Medal  with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster,  Keller 
flew  16  combat  missions  in  the  Euro- 
pean Theater  before  being  shot  down 
over  Vienna  in  March  1945.  Captured 
by  the  Nazi's  Home  Guard  and  turned 
over  to  the  German  army,  he  spent 
time  as  a  prisoner  of  war  at  Stalag  7A 
before  being  freed  by  Patton's  14th 
Armored  Division  in  May. 

Discharged  in  September,  Sgt.  Kel- 
ler returned  to  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois where  he  met  his  future  bride, 
Genevieve  "Gen"  Provancal,  an  engi- 
neering student.  Eager  to  make  his 
mark  in  the  world,  and  tired  of  aca- 
demic regimentation  after  just  return- 
ing from  two  years  of  service,  Keller 
accepted  a  job  offered  by  his  future 
father-in-law  to  become  a  timekeeper 
at  a  local  firm.  By  the  time  he  left  there 
five  years  later,  he  had  advanced  into 
an  accounting  position — a  profession 
he  taught  himself  primarily  through 
correspondence  courses. 

Continuing  in  his  chosen  field,  Kel- 
ler later  started  his  own  tax  consult- 
ant business  while  holding  down  an 
accounting  position  in  the  office  of  the 
Kankakee  County  Clerk.  At  the  time 
he  resigned  this  past  summer  to  spend 
full  time  campaigning  for  National 
Commander,  Keller  was  the  Adminis- 
trative Assistant  to  the  Kankakee  Coim- 
ty  Board,  as  well  as  Chairman  of  the 
City  Council's  Finance  and  Budget 
Committee.  A  firm  believer  in  com- 
munity involvement,  he  also  served  as 
Alderman  of  the  sixth  ward  of  Kanka- 
kee, the  city's  largest,  for  the  past  16 
years — and  that's  in  addition  to  his 
involvement  in  Legion  programs  and 
services. 


Though  his  record  of  civic,  commu- 
nity and  Legion  service  would  appear 
to  speak  for  itself,  Cdr.  Keller — a  quiet, 
reserved  man — is  quick  to  give  the 
credit  where  he  feels  it's  due:  "My  wife 
is  the  secret  of  the  Keller  family  suc- 
cess," he  said.  "Ever  since  our  mar- 
riage in  1952,  she  has  provided  the 
strength  and  determination  that  has 
seen  us  through  the  hard  times  and 
enriched  the  good  times."  After  their 
children  were  born,  she  stayed  home 
to  raise  them.  During  the  lean  finan- 
cial years.  Gen  began  taking  in  sew- 
ing to  help  out  and  that  part-time  job 
has  blossomed  into  her  own  full-time 
drapery  business  today. 

Cdr.  and  Mrs.  Keller  have  two  sons: 
George,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  South  Florida,  works  for  the  U.S. 
Customs  Service,  and  he  and  his  fam- 
ily live  in  Miami;  Karl,  a  graduate  of 
Northwestern  Dental  School,  is  a 
dentist  and  lives  with  his  family  in 
Manteno,  111. 

Though  their  active  careers  and  com- 
munity projects  don't  leave  much  time 
for  leisurely  pursuits,  both  Al  and  Gen 
enjoy  watching  football  and  baseball. 
"I  know  I'm  going  to  get  some  ribbing 
about  this — especially  after  last  sea- 
son," Keller  said,  "but  I'm  a  loyal  Chi- 
cago Cubs  fan.  From  my  front  door  to 
the  stadium  is  only  an  hour-and-17- 
minute  drive — and  that's  a  drive  I 
make  as  often  as  possible." 

The  Commander  also  collects  coins 
and  recently  began  a  commemorative 
plate  collection.  But  his  real  love  is 
still  the  Legion  and  that's  where  he's 
spent  much  of  his  free  time  for  the  past 
36  years.  What  follows  are  some  of  his 
thoughts  on  topics  of  concern  to  all 
Legionnaires. 

On  membership:  "Yes,  of  course,  we 
do  need  to  increase  our  membership 
base,  but  let's  not  confuse  numbers 
with  effectiveness.  We  cannot  afford 
to  be  large  and  inactive  any  more  than 
we  can  afford  to  be  small  and  inactive. 
Every  one  of  our  2.6  million  members 
needs  to  pull  his  own  weight,  do  his 
own  part  in  promoting  the  programs 
of  the  Legion.  We  must  spread  the  word 
about  who  we  are  and  what  we  do. 

"Posts  simply  have  to  become  more 
aware  of  how  important  they  are — 
and  can  be — in  their  communities. 
They  must  become  the  focal  point  of 
all  community  activities  whether  they 
are  Legion-connected  or  strictly  civic 
in  nature.  Our  business  is  America, 
Continued  .  .  .

not  just  American  Legion.  The  better 
the  image  of  our  Posts,  the  easier  it 
will  be  for  us  to  increase  membership. 
And  only  by  steadily  increasing  our 
numbers  and  our  involvement  can  we 
accomplish  the  mandates  of  our  organ- 
ization." 

On  younger  veterans:  "I  think  it's  a 
necessary  part  of  the  American  Legion 
to  bring  on  Korean  and  Vietnam 
veterans  the  same  way  as  World  War  I 
vets  found  it  necessary  to  bring 
WWIFs  along.  However,  I  don't  think 
our  older  veterans  are  helping  the 
younger  men  and  women  in  our  Posts 
develop  an  interest  in  leadership  as 
they  should. 

"I'm  a  firm  believer  in  bringing  the 
younger  veteran  into  the  organization 
and  immediately  getting  him  involved 
in  several  of  his  own  areas  of  interest. 
But  we  shouldn't  'throw  the  book  at 
him,'  so  to  speak,  by  immediately  mak- 
ing him  Post  Commander  or  head  of 
the  fund  drive.  They  need  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  their  way  up  and  learn 
the  ropes.  Yet — and  this  is  important 
— we  shouldn't  hold  them  back  either 
by  not  giving  them  all  the  responsibil- 
ity they  feel  they  can  handle." 

On  Legion  strength:  "One  of  our 
strengths — and  there  are  many— lies 
in  the  fact  that  we  are  not  a  one-issue 
organization.  That  will  sustain  us 
long  after  some  one-tune  associations 
have  come  and  gone.  We  are  an  organ- 
ization for  all  veterans  and  our  record 
of  accomplishment  proves  that  every 
veteran  has  benefited  by  our  existence 
— and  that's  something  that  won't 
ever  change." 

On  the  VA:  "The  American  Legion 
is  probably  the  strongest  supporter  of 
the  VA,  but  we  are  also  their  greatest 
critic  when  they  fail  to  provide  the  ser- 
vice they  should.  To  provide  that  serv- 
ice, though,  they  need  the  funds  to  do 
the  job.  The  VA's  budget,  as  a  percent- 
age of  the  national  budget,  has  been 
steadily  decreasing  over  the  past  few 
years  and  this  is  something  we  will 
have  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on." 

On  Congress:  "We  have  a  good  work- 
ing relationship  with  the  committees 
on  veterans  affairs,  and  I  sense  that 
we  are  expanding  our  relationship  by 
becoming  more  involved  with  commit- 
tees handling  appropriations.  This 
will  increase  our  effectiveness.  The 
time  for  us  to  get  involved  in  the  budg- 
etary process  is  at  the  beginning 
when  we  can  make  our  feelings  known 
before  decisions  have  been  made.  This 


type  of  strategy  will  certainly  help 
curb  constant,  yet  ill-advised,  attempts 
to  cut  veteran  benefits." 

On  arms  agreements:  "1  think  the 
public  believes  we  need  an  arms  agree- 
ment, as  well  as  a  freeze  on  nuclear 
weapons.  I  concur  with  that,  provided 
the  agreement  is  one  that  does  not  put 
the  United  States  in  the  position  of 
being  inferior  to  the  Soviets  in  any 
way.  I  think  it  ought  to  be  a  well-mon- 
itored program;  an  on-site  inspection 
program;  an  agreement  which  will 
hold  water;  that  can  be  verified  in  all 
respects — then,  and  only  then,  would 
I  have  no  objection  to  any  arms  agree- 
ment or  nuclear  weapons  freeze." 

On  POWs/MIAs:  "We  need  a  full 
accounting.  I  think  that  so  long  as 
there  is  evidence  that  there  is  still 
hope  some  are  alive,  and  as  long  as  the 
Communists  have  failed  to  account 
for  our  missing  men,  we  should  push 
on.  We  must  support  government  efforts 
to  resolve  this  issue,  and  we  must  con- 
tinue to  call  their  attention  to  new  evi- 
dence. In  no  case  will  The  American 
Legion  ever  forget  our  POWs/MIAs  or 
their  families." 

Legion's  future:  "1  think  this  new 
mood  of  voluntarism  sweeping  the 
country  will  make  the  Legion  known 
for  what  it  is  now  and  always  has 
been:  America's  foremost  organiza- 
tion of  dedicated  men  and  women  who 
don't  just  talk  about  improving  the 
nation,  but  actually  get  out  and  do 
something  about  it.  We  have  already 
carved  a  substantial  niche  in  the  edi- 
fice of  this  society,  and  future  years 
will  make  our  continuing  contribution 
even  more  evident,  especially  as  Legion- 
naires in  increasing  numbers  take 
part  in  the  affairs  of  their  respective 
communities." 

National  Commander  Al  Keller — a 
man  who  was  raised  to  believe  that  no 
person  is  an  island,  but  a  part  of  the 
continent;  no  man  stands  alone,  but 
is  a  part  of  his  community— is  deter- 
mined to  muster  the  strength  of  the 
Legion  into  an  organized  army  of  active 
volunteers.  "I  want  them  to  come  out 
of  that  Post  building  and  into  the  streets 
where  they  can  show  their  colors,  en- 
courage others  to  join,  work  in  civic 
affairs,  and  let  their  neighbors  know 
what  kind  of  Americans  Legionnaires 
really  are. 

"And  we  can  do  that,"  he  said,  "if 
we  remember  this  one  thing:  member- 
ship is  not  an  end  in  itself,  it  is  merely 
the  tool  we  use  to  get  the  job  done."

parade  and  Patriotic  Religious  Ser- 
vice. This  year's  religious  service  in 
the  Grand  Ballroom  of  the  Conrad 
Hilton  featured  the  traditional  laying 
of  the  memorial  wreaths  and  a  mes- 
sage by  National  Chaplain  George  R. 
M.  Rumney  (Va.),  who  called  upon  the 
worshipers  to  rededicate  themselves 
to  America's  values,  values  so  great 
that  America's  men  and  women  will- 
ingly fought  and  died  for  them  on  the 
world's  battlefields. 

(For  a  journey  along  this  year's 
parade  route,  see  pages  38  and  39.) 

Monday  was  Legion  Day  at  Wrigley 
Field  where  hundreds  of  Legionnaires 
watched  Boys  Nation  President 
Joseph  Wiegand  throw  out  the  first 
ball  to  open  the  game  between  the  Chi- 
cago Cubs  and  San  Francisco  Giants. 
The  advancement  of  colors  preceding 
the  National  Anthem  was  performed 
by  the  Double  D's  Senior  Color  Guard 
of  American  Legion  Post  180,  Milwau- 
kee, Ore.  And  the  Cubs,  no  doubt 
spurred  on  by  a  group  of  cheering 
Legionnaires  who  know  good  base- 
ball playing  when  they  see  it,  went  on 
to  win  8-5. 

Opening  day  activities  of  the  con- 
vention on  Tuesday,  August  24,  fea- 
tured greetings  by  Illinois  Gov.  James 
R.  Thompson  and  Chicago  Mayor 
Jane  Byrne.  Special  recognition 
plaques  were  presented  to  Navy  Capt. 
Thomas  K.  Mattingly,  II,  and  Henry 
W.  Hartsfield,  Jr.,  crewmen  of  the 
Columbia  4  Space  Shuttle  flight.  Mat- 
tingly and  Hartsfield  described  their 
flight  into  space  and  lauded  The 
American  Legion  for  its  long-standing 
support  for  America's  space  program. 

CIA  Director  William  Casey's  key- 
note address  during  the  convention's 
first  day  of  business  was  resound- 
ingly applauded  when  he  told  the 
assembled  Legionnaires,  "As  a 
nation,  we  have  a  propensity  for 
shooting  ourselves  in  the  foot.  One  of 
these  self-inflicted  wounds  leaves  us 
the  only  country  in  the  world  that 
gives  foreign  intelligence  agencies 
and  anyone  else  a  legal  license  to  poke 
into  (the  CIA's)  files. 

"I  question  very  seriously  whether  a 
secret  intelligence  agency  and  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Act  can  co- 
exist for  very  long.  The  willingness  of 
foreign  intelligence  services  to  share 
information  and  rely  on  us  fully,  and 
of  individuals  to  risk  their  lives  and 
reputations  to  help  us  will  continue  to 
dwindle  away  unless  we  get  rid  of  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Act,"  he  said. 
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Casey  went  on  to  note  that  national 
security  information  should  be  enti- 
tled to  protection  just  as  are  the  files  of 
doctors,  lawyers,  clergymen  and 
grand  juries.  "I'm  not  asking  for  any 
retreat  from  our  commitment  to  pro- 
tecting essential  liberties,"  he  said, 
"but  only  to  bear  in  mind,  as  Justice 
Goldberg  once  said,  that  'while  the 
Constitution  protects  against  inva- 
sions of  individual  rights,  it  is  not  a 
suicide  pact.'" 

Another  address  of  note  was  deli- 
vered by  Robert  P.  Nimmo,  VA 
Administrator,  who  used  the  occasion 
to  address  critics  of  his  first  year  in 
the  VA's  top  job.  Nimmo  said  he 
makes  no  apologies  for  having  spent 
funds  to  redecorate  VA  administra- 
tive offices — one  of  the  charges  levied 
against  him— noting  that  he  "inher- 
ited drab,  dull  offices  with  stained  and 
torn  carpeting"  that  were  inapprop- 
riate for  the  offices  of  the  govern- 
ment's second  largest  agency. 

Nimmo  blasted  journalists  who  had 
quoted  him  as  saying,  "I  don't  care 
about  veterans"  and  that  he  called 
Vietnam  veterans  "coddled  and  pam- 
pered." His  response:  "I  never  said  it 
and  I  never  will." 

Nimmo  also  announced  plans  to 
seek  increased  funding  in  the  coming 
fiscal  years  for  medical  research  pro- 
grams, Agent  Orange  research  and 
the  construction  of  outpatient  clinics 
and  nursing  homes. 

The  American  Legion's  Fourth  Es- 
tate Award  was  presented  on  the 
second  day  of  the  convention  to  News- 
week magazine  for  its  in-depth  article 
about  "Charlie"  Company,  which 
traced  the  war  experiences  of  one 
Army  company  in  Vietnam  and  fol- 
lowed up  with  a  look  at  the  soldiers' 
lives  today.  Accepting  for  Newsweek 
were  Peter  Goldman,  senior  editor, 
and  Tony  Fuller,  national  correspond- 
ent and  principal  author  of  the  piece 
that  took  up  almost  the  entire  issue  in 
which  it  was  featured. 

Also  announced  during  the  Wednes- 
day session  were  the  winners  of  the 
1981  "Employers  of  the  Year  for  Hir- 
ing Veterans"  award,  a  program 
sponsored  by  the  Legion  under  the 
supervision  of  the  National  Economic 
Commission.  The  awards  this  year 
went  to  the  Inland  Manufacturing 
Company  of  Omaha,  Neb.,  (company- 
with-200-or-less-employees  category) 
and  to  Pope  and  Talbot,  Inc.,  of  Eau 
Claire,  Wis.,  (company-with-more-

than-200-employees  category). 

Drawings  were  also  held  for  the 
1982  Seagram  Post  Awards.  This 
year's  winners  are:  first  prize  (a  1982 
Dodge  400  Convertible)  to  George  Jor- 
genson  of  Legion  Post  57  in  Chaska, 
Minn.;  second  prize  (an  all-expenses 
paid  trip  for  two  to  the  1983  National 
Convention  in  Seattle)  to  Lloyd  Erin- 
ger  of  Post  265  in  Wauseon,  Ohio. 

Cdr.  Flynt  took  the  opportunity  to 
announce  a  new  voluntarism  award 
to  begin  next  year,  "The  Good  Neigh- 
bor Program,"  sponsored  by  Gordon's 
Dry  Gin  Limited.  Flynt  called  the  pro- 
gram "an  innovative  way  to  acknowl- 
edge the  outstanding  contributions 
individual  Legionnaires  make  each 
year  to  their  communities,  fellow  citi- 
zens and  veterans."  Details  of  the  pro- 
gram were  contained  in  the  August 
and  September  issues. 

The  closing  session  of  the  conven- 
tion was  marked  by  an  occasion  at 
once  solemn  and  joyous  as  an  over- 
sized check  representing  the  Legion's 
$1  million  donation  to  the  Vietnam 
Veterans  Memorial  Fund  was  un- 
veiled. The  project  was  launched  by 
Past  Natl.  Cdr.  Michael  Kogutek  and 
Past  Auxiliary  President  Dora  Sey- 
mour and  was  successfully  concluded 
under  Cdr.  Flynt's  leadership. 

On  hand  for  the  presentation — 
which  included  a  six-minute  film  out- 
lining the  memorial's  goals,  and  a 
montage  of  battlefield  scenes  through 
the  years — were  WMF  President  Jan 
C.  Scruggs  and  Janice  Welsh,  the 
widow  of  a  Vietnam  veteran  and 
author  of  a  poignant  letter  to  Cdr. 
Flynt  detailing  why  a  memorial 
should  be  built. 

Also  present  was  Sen.  John  Warner, 
R-VA.,  one  of  the  sponsors  of  legisla- 
tion permitting  the  memorial's  con- 
struction. "My  mission  today  is 
two-fold,"  he  said,  "to  thank  The 
American  Legion  for  its  $1  million 
contribution  to  building  the  Vietnam 
Veterans  Memorial,  and  to  thank  The 
American  Legion  for  helping  rebuild 
America's  unity. 

"The  support  given  by  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  to  the  memorial  is  far  more 
than  the  check  just  received  and  my 
pride  in  you  has  only  grown  strong- 
er." 

Immediately  following  the  check 
presentation,  it  was  time  for  one  more 
piece  of  business  before  the  election  of 
the  National  Commander.  The  busi- 
ness at  hand  was  an  address  by  the 
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Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

Vice  Pres.  George  Bush  delivered  a 
rousing  speech  that  the  nearly  3,000 
Legionnaire  delegates  interrupted  11 
times  with  applause  and  cheers.  Bush 
insisted  that  Pres.  Reagan's  sanc- 
tions against  the  Soviet  Union's 
trans-Siberian  pipeline  will  delay  con- 
struction of  the  project,  a  view  not 
shared  by  administration  critics. 
Further,  the  Vice  President,  who  is  a 
member  of  Post  313  in  Houston, 
Texas,  told  the  Legionnaires  he  appre- 
ciates their  support  of  the  administra- 
tion's record  defense  budget,  saying  it 
was  necessary  for  dealing  with  the 
Soviet  Union.  "Frankly,  we  don't 
trust  them,"  he  said,  prompting  the 
loudest  response  of  the  address. 

Although  it  might  have  seemed 
impossible  to  some  after  the  rousing 
approval  delegates  gave  Bush's 
address,  there  was  still  plenty  of 
spirit — and  noise — remaining  for  the 
roll  call  vote  and  eventual  election  of 
Al  Keller,  Jr.,  of  Kankakee,  111.,  as 
National  Commander  1982-83.  His 
election,  punctuated  by  Keller  Key- 
men  and  delegates  dancing  and 
prancing  in  the  aisles— and  a  strut- 
ting Chinese  dragon  which  lifted  the 
spirits  of  all  to  the  point  of  elation — 
was  achieved  by  acclamation  after  a 
motion  to  permit  the  National  Adju- 
tant to  cast  a  single  vote  on  behalf  of 
all  the  delegates  was  approved. 

No,  maybe  the  64th  National  Con- 
vention of  The  American  Legion — its 
excitement,  its  accomplishments,  its 
high  points — cannot  be  summarized 
in  a  single,  descriptive  phrase.  How- 
ever, for  those  who  insist  that  every 
happening  of  substance  be  neatly 
boxed,  clearly  labeled  and  accurately 
filed  for  future  reference,  suffice  it  to 
say  that  in  August  1982,  more  than 
15,000  concerned  Legionnaires  tra- 
veled to  Chicago  because  they  care 
about  America  and  her  veterans.  They 
met  old  friends  and  made  new  ones; 
they  partied  and  toured;  they  listened 
to  scores  of  experts  in  every  major  field 
of  Legion  concern  and  spent  countless 
hours  mulling  over  the  problems 
America  faces.  Never  once,  though, 
did  they  forget  that  their  mission  was 
to  help  America  work  by  proposing 
constructive  solutions  to  difficult,  far- 
ranging  problems. 

By  Thursday  afternoon,  August  26, 
perhaps  there  was  one  descriptive 
phrase  that  could  accurately  summar- 
ize the  64th  National  Convention: 
"Mission  accomplished."  O 
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You  From  Right  Here  In  Tampa, 
The  Fine  Cigar  Capital 
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If  you  remember  savoring  and  lingering  over  a 
fantastically  mild  and  flavorful  Cuban  leaf  cigar  in 
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-  "Outstanding!  Best  cigars  I  have  had  since  returning  from  overseas,"  wrote  H.E.O., 
of  Columbia,  S.C.

party,  they  were  searched  and  the  dia- 
monds found  in  their  possession. 
They  had  counted  on  the  fact  that  visi- 
tors leaving  a  ship  after  a  farewell 
party  are  never  checked. 

Another  trans-Atlantic  traveler,  a 
diamond  merchant,  brought  thous- 
ands of  dollars  worth  of  diamonds 
back  from  Amsterdam  every  year  and 
always  properly  declared  them  and 
paid  the  duty.  But  it  was  later  learned 
that  he  also  had  disposed  of  some  par- 
ticularly fine  stones  on  which  he  had 
not  paid  duty.  After  that,  he  was  sub- 
ject to  searches  every  time  he  arrived 
from  abroad.  The  inspectors  took  the 
handle  off  his  shaving  brush,  the 
soles  of  his  shoes,  squeezed  his  tooth- 
paste tubes  dry — but  failed  to  find  any 
hidden  stone  until,  acting  on  a  hunch, 
one  agent  ordered  him  to  remove  his 
glass  eye  and  found  a  diamond  ce- 
mented inside! 

One  day,  an  inspector  at  New 
York's  John  F.  Kennedy  Interna- 
tional Airport  was  ready  to  routinely 
okay  a  shipment  of  5,000  cheap  child- 
ren's watches,  when  he  suddenly  real- 
ized that  the  watch  faces  had  no 
numerals,  which  toy  watches  always 
have  so  that  children  can  learn  to  tell 
time.  Opening  one,  he  found  it  was 
a  jeweled  Swiss  watch  worth  $500. 

The  ingenuity  of  smugglers  knows 
no  bounds — whether  it's  dope  or  dia- 
monds, pot  or  parrots  they  are 
attempting  to  sneak  into  the  country 
duty-free — but  neither  does  the  inqui- 
sitiveness  of  customs  inspectors. 

One  sharp-eyed  inspector  was  struck 
by  the  incongruity  of  an  attractive, 
expensively  dressed  woman  taking  a 
wad  of  chewing  gum  out  of  her  mouth 
and  sticking  it  to  a  post  while  her  lug- 
gage was  being  examined.  When  she 
retrieved  the  gum  after  the  inspection, 
she  was  ordered  to  hand  over  the  wad. 
It  contained  a  large  ruby. 

Another  inspector  heard  strange 
noises  coming  from  the  door  of  a  car 
stopped  for  inspection  at  a  bridge  in 
Brownsville,  Texas.  Removal  of  the 
door  paneling  disclosed  44  partially 
tranquilized  cockatoo  parrots,  which 
cost  about  a  dollar  apiece  in  Mexico 
but  sell  for  up  to  $75  in  the  United 
States.  Not  only  was  the  smuggler 
attempting  to  evade  payment  of  duty, 
but  was  transporting  carriers  of  a  dis- 
ease often  fatal  to  humans.  A  customs 
inspector  once  died  of  "parrot  fever" 
after  confiscating  a  shipment  of  the 
disease-carrying  birds. 

Customs  inspectors  also  make  good 
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use  of  noses  as  well  as  eyes  and  ears — 
with  the  help  of  dogs  who  are  specially 
trained  to  sniff  out  drugs.  These 
trained  dogs,  almost  all  German  Shep- 
herds, have  had  an  almost  100  percent 
accuracy  rating  in  detecting  a  variety 
of  illegal  narcotics.  One  dog  sniffed 
out  five  pounds  of  heroin  concealed  in 
the  gas  tank  of  a  car  even  though  the 
drug  was  wrapped  in  rubber  and  com- 
pletely sealed  with  masking  tape. 
Another  scratched  excitedly  at  the 
floor  of  a  fiberglass  boat  being  pulled 
through  customs  on  a  trailer.  Inspec- 
tors, drilling  through  the  floor,  removed 
317  pounds  of  marijuana. 

Some  smuggling  tricks  are  as  bizarre 
as  any  to  be  found  in  a  James  Bond 
spy  thriller.  Not  long  ago,  customs 
inspectors  smashed  a  smuggling  oper- 
ation involving  a  sailor  who  dumped 
containers  of  opium  three  miles  out  at 
sea  so  weighted  that  they  would  float 
10  feet  below  the  water's  surface.  At- 
tached to  the  outside  of  each  container 
was  a  capsule  filled  with  radioactive 
waste.  Scuba  divers,  equipped  with 
Geiger  counters,  located  the  contain- 
ers and  towed  them  to  shore — an  oper- 
ation that  might  be  continuing  today 
if  an  "informer"  hadn't  tipped  off  cus- 
toms officials. 

Customs  officials  frankly  admit 
that  informers,  as  in  all  undercover 
work,  provide  the  keys  that  unlock  the 
secrets  of  many  smugglers  who  other- 
wise might  pass  undetected  through 
the  many  doorways  to  the  nation. 
Like  the  smugglers  themselves,  there 
are  both  professional  and  amateur  tip- 
sters— some  doing  it  for  revenge,  oth- 
ers for  the  reward. 

These  rewards  can  run  as  high  as 
$50,000,  with  informants  paid  up  to  25 
percent  of  the  value  of  the  smuggled 
goods.  One  Detroit  woman  who  in- 
formed on  a  neighbor  told  customs 
officials  that  the  reward  money  wasn't 
her  basic  reason.  She  said  she  "just 
got  tired"  of  hearing  her  neighbor 
boast  about  the  superiority  of  the  Eng- 
lish goods  she  smuggled  in. 

But  despite  invaluable  tips  by  in- 
formers and  important  advances  in 
science,  smart  work  by  the  inspectors 
themselves  still  accounts  for  most  of 
the  $4  billion  in  penalties  and  tax 
fraud  payments  and  the  more  than 
$300  million  in  dope  seizures  collected 
annually  by  the  U.S.  Customs  Service. 

Pretty  good  proof  that  smuggling, 
with  concealment  the  name  of  the 
game,  may  be  the  world's  most  secret 
— not  always  successful— crime."  O
